+ muevand Forty-ninth Street. ,It was fur-\ 
_ ther decided that the organization should” 
‘earry the issue right into the camp of the 
_ Grand Army, and, with “Tho pension list 
“should be a roll of honor” for a motto, test 
the feeling of the national body. 
_ In spite af the action that has been taken 
against them by Commander in Chief A. G, 
* Weissert and Department Commander Jo- 
-seph F. Cleary of this State, the members 
of Farnham Post, or the Noah L. Farnham 
_ * Independent Veterans, as they must now 
be called, believe that the better element 
of the Grand Army sympathizes with them. 
The meeting was attended by a larger 
mumber of members than has attended 
- any business meeting of the organization 
for many years. There were 120 members 
there out of a total membership of 251. 
» Commander Finn presided, There was 
practically no business to consider except 
what action the organization should take 
on the revocation of itscharter. Com- 
mander Finn was the Chairman of the 
committee which went to Albany to appear 
before the Council of Administration and 
purge itselfof the contempt in which it had 
invoived itself by publishing to the world

“Now,] in/passing these ‘resolutions,” 
Commander Finn continued, “this organ- 
ization did nothing wrong. But somebody, 
and we all know pretty well who it was, 
discovered that by makibg them public 
before we submitted them to the. national 
andthe department comimanders we vio- 
lated.a rule which the Grand Army adopted 
in the national encampment of 1884,” 
“Corp. Tanner was the boy who made 
that discovery,” interrupted Martin J. 


eese. 
“ Well, anyway, we had no thought of 
violating any regulation when we made 
those resolutions public,” Commander Finn 
continued. ‘ However, we wefe called to 
account, and, as you know, the committee 
- of which I was Chairman went to Albany to 
appear before the Council of Admiuistra- 
on and purge ourselves of contempt, as 
they putit. Well, we apparently did not 
6u , and Department Commander 
Cleary, with the sanction of National 
- Commander Weissert, has revoked the 
*charter of Noah L. Farnham Post, No. 458, 
and declared us to be outside of the order. 

*‘ So, there we are, but you should know 
just what your committee did when it ap- 
peared before the Council of Admiuistra- 
tion. We told the Council that the post 
regretted paving violated the regula- 
tion of the Grand Army by sending out 
the resolutions without submitting them

About a dozen very short speeches were 
made indorsing the position which the 
committee had taken, but none was heard 
in opposition. This was rather surprising 
in view of the result of the vote, which, 
when taken, supported the committee 88 
to 16. Who the sixteen mon were who 
voted against the committee’s action could 
not be learned. 

“And now that we are no longer a post 
of the Grand Army,’ said Commander 
Finn, “ what action shall we take? 

The motion was made and seconded that 
the body should organize temporarily as 
the Noah L. Farnham Veterans, No. 1. This 
motion was carried by a unanimous vote 
The shme was true of a motion to continue 
the officers of + wad pom post as the officers of 
the new organization. ae 

“Will you do anything furthér to justify 
yourselves before our old comrades of the 
Grand Army?” asked Commander Finn. 
“Two courses are open to us. We can pro- 
ceed in the civil courts, or we can appeal 
to the next National Encampment.” 

The prevailing sentiment seemed to be 
largely in favor of carrying the matter to 
the next National Encampment, but it was 
finally referred to Col. Leoser, Samuel J. 
Adams, John Castles, Commander Finn, and 
Martin J. Keese for consideration. 

Two old Grand Army men applied for ad- 
mission to the new organization. They 
were Charles Sachs of James H. Perry Post, 
No. 89, and Major Frank J. Jones of Odell 
Post. They were elected. 

The organization decided to parade on 
Decoration Day as usual and to decorate 
the soldiers graves in Woodlawn Cemetery. 
The men will wear their uniforms, but 
they will take from them the Grand Army 
insignia as far as possible. On Sunday 
they will gather at the Grand Opera House 
to listen to a Memorial Day sermon. — 

The members of the George Washington 
Post of this city were a good deal amused 
and not a little annoyed by the publica- 
tion yesterday afternoon that their post 
had been ‘‘ subdued” because of its in- 
dorsement of the resolutionsof Farnham 
Post demanding pension reform. 

“A report of that kind,” said Quarter- 
master, Truesdell of George Washington 
Post, ‘is perfectly absurd. The fact is 
that when the resolutions came from Farn- 
ham Post we indorsed them, and it was 
given out that they had in effect by this 
indorsement been adopted by us. At 
the next meeting of our post, having 
learned that a rule had been adopted in 
1884 that resolutions of this kind should 
not be circulated by a Grand Army Post 
except through National and State head- 
quarters, I moved that our indorsement of 
the resolutions be reconsidered and that 
the resolutions be tabled. 

‘““When we indorsed the resolutions from 
Farnham Post we did not remember about 
this rule. The rule was certainly intended 
to apply to just such a case, and as soon as 
it was broaght to the attention of our post 
we acted in obedience to it. Therefore the 
resolutions of Farnham Post do not now 
have the indorsement of our post, but they 
are filed with our documents, and we stand 
with regard to them precisely where we 
did when they were first received.” 

**Did the indorsement of the resolutions 
by your post reflect the sentiment of the

‘**T will say that a reconsideration of that 
indorsement was based not at all upon the 
sentiment of the post in regard. to pension 
reform,” Mr. Truesdell replied, * but en- 
tirely upon the rule of the order that made 
it improper for us to'give the indorsement.” 
“What is the position of Washington 
Post upon the subject of pension reform ?” 
“We believe in pension reform. We are 
unanimous in feeling that bounty jumpers, 
deserters, coffee coolers, and stragglers 
should not be beneficiaries under the 
pension law. That must be the 
opinion of every sensible Grand Army 
man, and that is. certainly our 
opinion. The spirit that animated Farn- 
ham Post in adopting its offensive resolu- 
tions was an entirely proper one, but Col. 
Leosér; who drew the resolutions, admits 
that perhaps he went too far, and that 
the Ianguage which he employed might 
properly have been . modified. Ac- 
cording to that language, he would 
exclude from the benefits of the 
ension law all persons, however deserving 
by reason of service, that may be able to 
earn their owniving. The feeling of the 
members of our post is that the question of 
a man’s: ability to earn his own living 
should not determine his rights to a pen- 
sion, but that this right should be based 
wholly upon service.’ ‘ 
‘Will your post take any further action 
upon this subject?” 
** There isnottheslightest occasion for our 
doing so,” Mr. ‘Truesdell replied. ‘‘I do 
wish, however, he wenton, “that the re- 
— that are circulating to-day, that the 
oyal Legion, at its Corgress in June, will 
take up the subject of pensions, might be 
corrected, Thereis no prospect that this 
subject will be discussed by the Loyal 
Legion.” 
Grand Army men generally were much 
interested in the report that George Wash- 
ington Post might get itself into 
trouble over its indorsement of the 
resolutions of Farnham Post. George 
Washington Post has been prom- 
inent since its organization, because 
it was the successor of the old Army and 
Navy Club and probably carries upon its 
lists more officers of the regular army than 
any other postin the country. Major Gen. 
Schotield is a member of the post, as is also 
Gen. Anson McCook, Secretary of the United 
States Senate, Gen. Adelbert Ames, Col. 
William C. Church of the Army and Navy 
Journal, Senator Joseph R. Hawley of Con- 
necticut, Gen. Horace Porter, the Rev. 
Dr. John R. Paxton, Capt. Charles F. Roe 
of Troop, A, Gen, Wager Swayne, Col. 
Charles £. Sprague, President of the Union 
Dime Savings Bauk; Judge Henry E. How- 
land, Col. John J. McCook, Senator James 
Otis, Gen. Martin T. McMahon, Col. Myer 
J. Asch, Henry W. Brevoort, J. Schuyler 
Crosby, Judge Henry A. Gildersleeve, Kil- 
jaen Van Rensselaer, J. Langdon Ward, 
and Dr. Robert Watts, who is now acting 
commander of the Post in the absence of 
Gen. William D. Whipple, the commander. 
Mr. Truesdell said that Gen. McMahon 
had certainly not been reprimanded from 
Albgny, as was reported yesterday, because 
of the action of George 7LSenington 
Post. apy reprimand had_ been 
intended it would have been sent not 
to Gen. McMahon, but to Gen. Whipple, 
and it was equally certain, Mr. Truesdell 
said, that Gen. Whipple had not heard any- 
thing of the kind. Indeed, since there had 
been no occasion, Mr. Truesdell was un- 
willing to believe that the department 
authorities at Albany would indulge in 
any such useless performance. 





A SPLIT IN THE G. A. R. PREDICTED. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 24.—Grand Army 
men are becoming very deeply interested in the 
case of Noab L. Farnham Post of New-York 
City, and members of the order do not hesitate 
to say that, if Commander in Chief Weissert's 
action is continued, it willresultin a split in the 
order. 

Adjt. Gen. Gray says itis only a “flurry ” and 
will soon blow over. Farnham Post, he said, 
was of very little importance, and could not in- 
fluence anyboiy. The post was never in sym- 


pathy with the order on the pension question or 
anything else, and the digbauding of it wouid do 
po bhario. 

Other Grand Army men differ decidedly 
with Gen. Gray. Col. J. A. Watrous said the 
revocation of the pest’s charter wae based on a 
flimsy technicality, and that,so far from stop- 
ping anybody's mouth, it would tend to intensi- 
fy the feeling in favor of pension reform.

FOUGHT A STUBBORN FIRE 


THE TOBACOO FACTORY OF BUOH- 
NER & 00, GUTTED. 





Twenty-seven Engines Summoned by Five 
Alarms Poured Volumes of Water on 
the Flames Without Effect for a Time 
—Mulberry Street Italians Forced from 
Tenements in Wild Excitement—Loss 
on Building, Stock, and 
About $225,000—Only Walls Left.

For two hours last evening firemen 
waged a stubborn battle with the hottest 
fire that has taxed their resources fora 
long time. 

It was in the Italian quarter, near Mul- 
berry Bend, and the burning building was 
hemmed in by tenements swarming with 
Italians, who, by their antics, rendered the 
work of the firemen difficult and perilous. 
But no lives were lost. 

The burned building was a seven-story 
brick on the west side of Mulberry Street, 
between Grand and Hester, numbered 133, 
135, and 137, and was occupied by D. Buch- 
ner & Co., manufacturers of chewing and 
smoking tobacco. 

The fire started soon after the hundreds 
of employes, with the exception of the 
watchman, Jacob Braum, had left for their 
homes. Braum was closing up the doors in 
the basement a few minutes before 6 
o’clock, when persons on the street shouted 
to him that the factory was on fire. 
He hurried to the keyless fire-alarm box at 
Grand and Mulberry Streets and sent in an 
alarm at 6:09 P. M. The promptness with 
which the firemen responded is evidenced 
by the fact that the second alarm, which 


ean only be sent out by a member of the 
department, was sounded three minutes 
later, 

The first contingent of the force found 
that the flames had possession of the entire 
third floor of the large structure and 
were rapidly ascending to the upper 
floors. ‘There are two lines of tire 
escapes on the front of the building. 
Ladders were thrown up = against 
the front wall, and the firemen swarmed 
up the fire escapes to the third floor with 
their lines of hose to fight the fire at close 
quarters, but the position soon became un- 
tevable. Immense bodies of flame belched 
out, and the men were compelled to retreat 
by sliding down the ladders, 

The tlames now had possession of all the 
upper floors of the building, and, fanned 
by a brisk northwest wind, they crossed 
the narrow street and threatened the build- 
ings on the opposite side. From every win- 
dow and through the roof the flames burst 
out of the doomed structure, and from base- 
ment to roof and from front to rear it was 
soon ablaze. ‘the windows on the sides and 
the rear were protected by iron shutters, 
which were securely closed, and impeded 
the firemen in their endeavors to throw 
water into the furnace which the interior 
of the factory had become. ‘he only way 
the fire could be attacked for over half an 
hour was from the Mulberry Street front. 
Water ‘tower No. 1 was raised, and a 
powerful stream of water supplied by four 
steam engines was thrown. 

Chief Bonner appeared in response to the 
second alarm. He ordered third and fourth 
alarms in rapid succession and followed 
these by a fifth call for reinforcements. 

When theiron shutters became red hot 

they warped and curled up like paper, and 
gave the firemen the opportunity of attack- 
ing the fire in earnest from the rear and 
sides. The building runs back two-thirds 
of the distance toward. Baxter Street, and 
abuts Grammar School No. 30 in that 
street. On each side of the schoolhouse 
are alleyways, and these openings gave the 
firemen a chance to carry lines to the roof 
of the schoolhouse. 
But the energetic work of the firemen 
seemed to have no effect, ‘The flames again 
crossed the street and set fire to the cornice, 
the window frames, and the flagstatt of the 
tall factory on the east side. Chief Bon- 
ner turned his attention to securing the 
safety of the other building, which was on 
tire in a‘dozen piaces at once., Half a dozen 
streams of water were turned onit, and 
firemen were sent to perch themselves on 
the Fay escapes aud wet the front thor- 
ou 4 

V hile the firemen were at work the Ital- 
ian denizens of the tenements went wild 
with fear and excitement. On the south 
side of the tobacco factory are two tall 
tenements, 129 and 131 Mulberry Street, 
and on the north side is a row of tene- 
ments. As soon as the fire assumed a 
threatening appearance the Italian tenants 
swarmed tuto the streets carrying house- 
hold effects. 

The narrow hallways of the houses were 
choked with scared women and children, 
and there would have been aserious loss of 
life but for the prompt action of the police. 
Capt. Creeden sent aforce of men into the 
houses to clear them, as it was feared 
that the side walls of the burning 
factory, which towered above the 
tenements, might topple over and crash 
the frail structures. The people were 
hustled out, but the policemen were com- 
pelled in many instances to use force. The 
evicted ones encamped on the sidewalks 
outside the fire lines, and fora block each 
way the street was crowded with furni- 
ture, each pile of goods being guarded by 
its owners, The Italian women were terri- 
bly wrought up and knelt on the sidewalks 
crying and praying. 

An hour passed before the volumes of 
water which had been thrown into the 
building by twenty-seven powerful steam 
engines began to tell, and it was nearly 8 
o’clock before the fire was under control. 

The tobacco factory was one of the larg- 
est in the city. The building had a front- 
age of seventy-five feet on Mulberry Street 
and was 125 feet deep. Only the walls, 
with the exception of a section of thesouth 
wall, which fell and crushed the stables of 
Joseph Price at 197 Hester Street, are left. 
The loss on the building is estimated 
at $50,000. It was entirely occupied by 
Buchner & Co. ‘The firm consists of 
David and Max Buchner. It was known 
as the Gold Coin Tobacco Factory. Be- 
tween three and four hundred males and 
females were employed. ‘The loss on stock 
and machinery is estimated at $175,000, 
which is fully covered by insurance. 

The building 132 to 136 Mulberry Street 
was damaged $2,000. Its occupants are 
Gustave L, Jaeger, straw boards, who also 
owns it; the Caxton bookbindery, the 
laundry of Seidenberg & Co, , manufacturers 
of linen collars and cutfs; Meyer & Breyer, 
paper boxes, and Stahl & Jaeger, lithogra- 

hers. These firms sustain small damage 

y water. The tenements 129, 131, and 
139 Mulberry were slightly damaged by 
tire and water, as was the schoolhouse on 
Baxter Street. The loss of Joseph Price, 
whose stable was crushed by the falling 
wall, is $1,000. Twenty-six horses were 
removed from the stable. 

The tire started in the drying room on 
the third floor, but from what cause could 
not be discovered. 

Thomas Bush went on the roof of 195 
Hester Street to look at the tire, and then 
tried to jump to the roof of another build- 
ing across an areaway. He miscalculated 
the distance and fell between the two 
buildings, a distance of five stories, fract- 
uring his collarbone, skull, and leg. He 
was taken to the Chambers Street Hospital.

WHAT FATHER DUOCEY SAID. 
Queer Interpretation Put Upon His Sermon 
by Some of His Hearers. 


The Rev. Thomas J. Ducey, rector of St. 
Leo’s Roman Catholic Church, on East 
Twenty-eighth Street, has for years been a 
man whom the public has known for many 
reasons. 

He has been known as an earnest priest, 
as aman of generous charities, and in the 
social world as, perhaps, the best known of 
the Catholic priesthood of New-York. 

Father Ducey generally preaches at the 
two high masses on Sunday at 10 and 11 
o'clock, Although ill, he kept up that 
practice last Sunday, principally because 


onthat day the church was observing the 
feast of Pentecost, or Whitsuntide, com- 
memorative of the descent of the Holy 
Ghost on the Apostles. , 

Father Ducey delivered an able sermon 
on the significance of the festival, but he 
was considerably surprised when he 
learned how his remarks had been inter- 
preted by some members of his congrega- 
tion. 

It was said by certain persons, who are 
more apt to catch and remember the 

reacher’s eccentricity or modernism of 

iction than the lesson he intends to con- 
vey, that Father Ducey had declared that 
the Apostles were drunk at and after the 
time when the Bible says the Holy Ghost 
descended on them and gave them the gift 
of tongues. 

A reporter of Thnk Nrw-YorkK Times 
called on Father Ducey yesterday after- 
noon at his home, 18 East T'wenty-ninth 
Street. When the priest heard of the in- 
terpretation given to his remarks he 
laughed heartily. 

“It’s funny, isn’t it,” he said, “ how some 
people pick a part of a remark out of a ser- 
mon and remember nothing but that? I 
didn’t make any such statement. I ama 
Catholic priest, and believe in Catholic 
doctrine. Consequently, any such state- 
ment coming from me would be something 
pretty strange. 

* But I did not make such a statement. 
I used practically the words attributed to 
ine, bnt théy were used only in connection 
with something else. 

“I was explaining the significance of the 
feast of Pentecost, its origin, and its appli- 
cation to modern times. I told the story of 
the poor fishermen in the upper chamber, 
who were filled with the Holy Ghost and 
went out among the people speaking the 
tongues of all nations. 

_““t asked what the people of modern 
times would say of such a thing, and then 
spoke of the scofling which would come 
from unbelievers. At this point I took up 
the massbook and read a part of the Gospel 
of the day. Let me read it now and you 
can see exactly what I said.” 

Father Ducey then read that part of the 
Gospel which tells of the coming out of the 
pestis among the people after the descent 
of the Holy Ghost, and how they talked to 
the people in divers tongues. 

* Then,” he continued, “I told them how 
the Bible said the people scotfed and said 
the Apostles were drunk. And I also stated 
that if such a thing had happened in a 
crowd of the nineteenth century the first 
thing that would be said would be, ‘ These 
people have a big “jag” on.”

A Chicago paper, in commenting upon 
the fact that Mayor Gilroy did not arrive 
in Chicago this week, as had been expect- 
ed, inthe company of the party of well- 
known New-Yorkers who went out there 
to see the World’s Fair, said that Mr. Gil- 
roy, next to being the Chief Executive of 
New-York City, was best known as Chica- 
go’s chief traducer. It adds that when Mr. 
Gilroy returned to this city from the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention, he character- 
ized Chicago, in an interview. ‘‘as a nest 
of thieves and extortioners,” and denomi- 
nated the hotels as ‘“‘robbers’ roosts.” 

The party that did go out to Chicago in- 
cluded Judges C. H. Van Brunt, Morgan J. 
O’Brien, and Charles H. Truax, and Thomas 
E, Crimmins, Thomas F. Ryan, Gilbert W, 
Spier. Robert Maclay, and others. The 


Chicago paper states that the party said 
that the streets of that city were in as 
good and possibly in a better condition 
than those of New-York City. 

Mayor Gilroy’s attention was called to 
the article yesterday afternoon. He read 
it over carefully and said: 


“Tnever gave outsuch aninterview. Iam 
notin the habit of calling cities nests of thieves. 
But as to much of what is said there, | must say 
that it is not very far away froin the truth, and 
asto whatI have said about Chicago, I have 
nothing to take back. It is the most inhospita- 
ble city on the face of the globe. 

‘So far as 1 am personally concerned, I have 
no complaint to make about my treatment at 
the Auditorium Hotel while I was in Chicago at 
the convention. I regard that hotel as one of 
the best in the country, and there was certainly 
no robbery done there. I cannot say as much 
for some of the other hotels. As to the state- 
ment made that the streets in Chicago were as 
clean, if not cleaner, than the streets of New- 
York, that is nothing but Chicago boasting. If 
the New- Yorkers who went out there said that, 
they must have been suffering from temporary 
mental aberration, or else their sense of what 
was due to the city they were visiting led them 
to say it—if they did say it. 

“Chicago is the filthiest city in the world. 
Its streets are filthy, its water supply is foul, as 
shown by ite typhoid death rate. It is non- 
senee to say that ite streets are as clean as ours. 

“Chicago's selfish enterprise—an enterprise 
that is only interested in its own people and 
does not cencern itself with visitora—ia re- 
sponsible for the fact that the World's Fair is 
the failure it is up to this time.” 


Mayor Gilroy was invited to go to Chi- 
cago with the party, but he was unable to 
accept, owing to the festivities incident to 
the coming of the Infanta Eulalia.

NY LOOK ORDERED DEPORTED 


AT THE SAME TIME SET AT 
LIBERTY BY JUDGE LAOOMBE, 








An Aged, Certificateless Chinaman: Brought 
to Court in a Cab by Marshal Jacobus 
Law Makes No Definite 
and So His 
Release Was Ordered Until Such Pro- 
vision Be Made by the Proper Author- 
ities—Then He Was Taken Away. 


—The Geary 
Provision for Deportation, 


Joseph H. Choate chuckled yesterday at 
the conclusion of a case which popped up 
unexpectedly before Judge Lacombe, in the 
United States Circuit Court, affecting a 
Chinaman who had been arrested under 
the Geary exclusién law for having no cer- 
tificate of registration. 

In the test cases of the three Chinamen 
arrested on May 6, Mr. Choate appeared 
before the United States Supreme Court 
toargue against the constitutionality of 
the exclusion act. 

The cases were on appeal from the Cir- 
cuit Court in this district, which had ruled 
that the Chinamen must be deported. The 
appellate court held that the law was 
sound, but since this decision nothing has 
been done. 

The three Chinamen are out on bail, and 
hundreds of others who failed to register 
have not been molested. 

The Chinaman who appeared in court 
yesterday came in a cab, but he was a pris- 
oner of United States Marshal Jacobus, 
and he was a candidate for deportation. 

Ny Look is his name. He is sixty-five 

years old and lives at 34 Pell Street. He 
was once a cook, but of late has had no 
regular employment. At one time he was 
a cook in the United States Navy, and was 
wounded. 
Ny Look is rather an odd-looking man. 
His hairis white, and yesterday he was not 
altogether at his ease. Just why and how 
he came into court was a question, unless, 
as some one explained, Mr. Choate wanted 
to have some fun with Uncle Sam. The 
lawyer was not communicative. 

In answer to Judge Lacombe, who asked 
how Ny Look happened to appear, Mr. 
Choate said, with a twinkle in his eye: 

** Oh, I suppose the Marshal was walking 


a certificate, arrested him.” 

Once in court came the weighty consid- 
ation of what was to be done. Lawyer 
Maxwell Evarts had a word to say about 
the law and clause VI. in particular, and 
Mr. Choate also had much to say of the 
provisions of the actin which he pointed 
out what seemed te be inconsistencies. 

Some of the points were fairly in line to 
objections he had already made. But here 


wasa condition forthe Judge and not a 
theory as far as Ny Look was concerned. 

Judge Lacombe was obliged to get around 
the dilemma in some way. He said the act 
was very vague, as it did not provide for 
the deportation. He finally drew up a le- 
gal document in which the case of Ny Look 
was rehearsed, and, in conclusion ordered: 

“ That the said Ny Look be and he is hereby 
discharged from said Marshal and ordered to be 
deported from the United States whenever pro- 
vision for such deportation be made by the 
proper authorities.’ 

Ny Look was songz talated and told that 
he was free again. He was driven away, as 
he came, in a cab. r

Four Deaths Occurred from It Yesterday 
and Five New Cases Were Reported.

Annie Harrigan, twenty-two years old, and 
Kate Warner, nine years old, from 37 Jackson 
Street. 

Those removed trom Bellevue Hospital 
were patients in the alcoholic ward, which 
was placed under quarantine ten days ago 
owing to the discovery of a case of typhus 
fever in the ward. 

The sanitary authorities are puzzled over 
the discovery of the two cases in the Jack- 
son Street house, as they have been unable 
to trace the source of contagion, and fear 
that the house may prove anew point of 
ponte in that thickly-settled neighbor-

A Breach of Etiquette in Not Accepting 
the President’s Invitation, 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—Gen. Schofield 
has.furnished food for gossip among his 
service associates in Washington. It all 
grows out of his refusal to attend the din- 
ner given last night at the White House by 
the President in honor of Princess Eulalie. 
Gen. Schofield was invited as the General 
commanding the army, and sent his re- 
grets, an action which has directed against 
him the mingled amazement and criticism 
of army and navy officers who know the 
circumstances. 

Gen. Schofield has been for several weeks 
on @ fishing trip and is now in Chicago in 
attendance upon the meeting of the Ord- 
nance and Fortification Board, of which 
he is President. It is almost the first time 
on record of any official refusing to attend 
a dinner givén by the President, and in 
army circles Gen. Schofield’s absence is 
being generally discussed. It is charitably 
laid to his ignorance of army custom, not 
to say his carelessness of official etiquette, 
in Washington. 

From time immemorial, an invitation to 
dine. from. a senior officer amounts to a 
command, aside from the honor which 
such an invitation wonld carry with it. 
Army officers always feel justified in break- 
ing any other engagement, no matter how 
urgent, to keep an appointment suggested 
by a superior officer. ‘The President is, of 
course, Gen. Schofield’s senior officer, and 
his invitations, say army officers, should 
not be refused even by the General com- 
manding. 


A RICH GOLD MINE. 


Two Pounds of Pure Gold Taken from 








Seven Pounds of Ore, 


Spokane, Washington, May 24,—The 
richest gold strike ever made in the 
Northwest was reported yesterday from 
the Grand Summit Mine on Palmer Mount- 
ains, in the Okanagon mining district, 
this State. An almost solid body of pure 
gold was found at a depth of 200 feet. 

A seven-pound piece of ore assayed pro- 
duced two pounds of pure gold, which is 


eguel in value to $175,000 to the ton 
There is pleuty of the same ore in sight. 

The news of the strike has created great 
é6xcitement, and a rush is being made for 
the district. The owners of the mine have 
placed a strong guard to protect the prop- 
erty, and men armed with rifles stand 
around the mine and everybody is warned 
= a premises under penalty of being 
shot. 

The owners of the mine have been devel 
oping it all. Winter. Although they have 
been taking out pay rock, the recent strike 
eclipses all previous ones made in this dis- 
trict. Ata few feet below the level of the 
tunnel a body of ore has been struck run- 
ning in value from $5,000 to $100,000, ac- 
cording to conservative estimates. 

There are now about sixty tons of ore on 
the dump assaying into thousands. Late 
authenticated reports say that as depth is 
attained the ledge grows richer. 

I. N. Campbell, one of the owners, says it 
must be seen to be appreciated. The own- 
ers are I. N. Campbell, R. Town, and W. 
Enright. The gold is of tine quality and 
can be easily seen with the naked eye, 
When the fabulous strike became known a 
rush was made for the scene and numerous 
parties filled their pockets with rich speci- 
mens, carrying them off. 


HILLMON IN MEXIOO, 


The Kansas Insurance Swindler in Hiding 
—Waiting for Kansas Courts to Act. 





There was printed in THe NEW-YORK TIMES 
of yesterday an exclusive story from Topeka, 
Kan., telling of the wanderings and present lo- 
cation of John W. Hillmon, the notorious Kan- 
5a8 insurance swindler, upon whose life a claim 
for $25,000 against the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of this oity has beenin the Kansas 
courts for years. 

Mr. William G. Davies, Solicitor General of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company, was seen 


yesterday by a NEw YORK Times reporter and 
asked as to the truth of the story. 

“It is true in fact and detail,” said Mr. 
Davies. “ Hillmon’s hiding place in the Sierra 
Madre Mountains in Mexico is his prison, and 
will be until the case is settled or the Kansas 
authorities act. 

“We have known of this for some time 
through our attorneys in Kansas. Ali the facts 
which fasten upon Hillmon the crime of mur- 
der have been gathered and given to the Kansas 
authoritiés.”’ 

“De you intend to cause Hillmon’s arrest 
very soon?’’ asked the reporter. 

“That I cannot say,’”’ replied Mr. Davies. “If 
Hillmon’s widow attempts to push the case to 
trial again we shall certainly cause his arrest, 
aud by our array of facta settle the matter for 
ever. But we have been put to great expense 
by the litigation and the search for Hilimon, 
which has been going on for years,and we do 
not care to waste any more Moncey unless these 
people have not had enough of the lay.

The 
facing is of Mexian onyx. The toilet art- 
icles are finer than any of those in the 
world. The bathtub is solid porcelain. 

The bedroom to be assigned to the 
Prince adjoins that of the Princess. 
It is finished in_the style of the epoch 
of Louis XIV. Pale green is the pre- 
vailing tone of the decoration. The walls 
are covered with ee work. These 
panels are large and filled in with painted 
canvas—pictures of little children and 
cherubs. Inthe room isa pale green silk 
canopy-top bedstead, with re e-green cover- 
let. The ceiling is partia ly covered with 
@ painting showing cherubs framing the 
crest of Savoy. 

The room to be assigned to the Marchion- 
ess is that known ait the hotel as the Em- 
pire Room; its tone is yellow. The panels 
on the walls are filled in with yellow satin, 
embroidered with an Empire pattern. The 
curtains were specially made for the room 
in Paris. A large and spacious bathroom con- 
pects with this room. Four mirrors, each of 
them about eight feet high, hide the doors. 
The haudles of the doors seem to pass 
throngh the mirrors. Many brackets with 
smal! candelabra lamps light up the room, 

The bedroom assigned io the Duke of 
Tamames is blue and silver, and is known 
as the Persian Koom. It is one of a snite 
of three rooms, all of which are placed at 
the disposal of the Duke.

mansion, which prevented sightseeing with the 
full degree of satisfaction, but this slight dis- 
comfort passed unnoticed by the Princess, who 
appreciated the compliment paid her by the 
Presence of so many people.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 24.—Henry R. Par- 
rott, head of numerous corporations, including 
the proposed New-York and Eastern Railroad, 
and whois a Republican of sueh prominence as 
to have his name mentioned for the Guberna- 
torial candidacy, has been made the defendant 
in a suit for $15,000, the plaintiffs charging 
fraud. 

Parrott Is the President and Treasurer of the 
Craig Silver Com pany, a concern which makes 
silverware by a secret process and which of 
late has been involved in financial troubles. 
The difficulty started over an attempt to oust 
Hi. M. Craig, the only man who knows the secret 


of the metal. This failed, but the state of the 
company’s affairs had comme out. 

The piaintifis in the action againat Mr. Par- 
rott are Ira Smith and Henry H. Winchester of 
Boston. They aliege that U. K. Parrott, as Presi- 
dent and ‘lreasurer, reported assets of $15,000 
over the liabilities, thereby inducing them to 
subscribe for stock and pay $9,000 and farther 
to agree to take $15,000 more, also to act as 
agents for the company. Afterward, Smith and 
Winchester say, they found that no portion of 
the capital stock hed been paid in and the com- 
pany was not free from debt.

CuIocaGo, May 24.—At ite meetings to-day the 
World's Fair Council of Administration issued 
an order to Horace Tucker, Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Admissions, to throw the gates of 
Jackeon Park wide open next Sunday. The ex- 
position to-day was marked by a big crowd, 
some dust, lots of wind, the opening of the 
Maine State Building, the City of Paris Munici- 
palexhibit inthe Freneh Pavilion, a celebra- 
tion of Queen Victoria’s birthday, anniversary 
in the Canadian Building, the first concert of 
the Chicago Apollo Club,and the tender by 
Commissioner Massey of his resignation as 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee on ac- 
countof thé adverse vote on his majority re- 
port regarding Sunday opening. 

“The gates will be opened on Sunday unless 
there are orders to the contrary,” said Director 
General Davis. “The National Commission has 
failed to modify the order of the looal Directory 
and, as the matter stands, the Directory has 
ordered the fair opened, and the commission 
has failed to change that order, so uniess I am 
prohibited from doing so, the fair will be 
opened. I do not anticipate any move to keep 
the gates closed, but, of course, there may be.”’ 

The reception given in the Canadian Building 
during the afternoon to British subjects was 
made the occasion by most of the speakers to 
denounce annexation of the Dominion to the 
United States, and indulge in fulsome eulogy 
of the mother country, the United Empire, the 
glory of being a British subject and of Her 
Majesty the Queen. 

The Rey. Leonard Gactz of the Northwest 
Territory characterized the annexationists of 
Ontario and Quebeo as “ vigorous kickers,’ who 
ought to cross the borders if they wanted to 
cease being British subjects. George R. Cock- 
burn, member of Parliament for Toronto; Sena- 
tor Porley of the Northwest Territory, who pre- 
sided; Commissioner Fenwick of New South 
Wales, and representatives of Nova Bcotia, 
Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec, Ceylon, India, 
British Guiana, and Jamaica denounced any 
attempt to break the ties which bound the col- 
onies to the British Empire. 

Many pleasantries were indulged in at the 
expense of Uncle Sam, Chicago, and Americans. 
The fervor of the assembly's patriotism was ex- 
pressed by the singing of ‘‘God Bave the Queen,’”’ 
“ Red, White, and Blue,’”’ and “ Britannia.” 

The Commissioners, who rose one after an- 
other to eulogize Chairman Massey and ask

The 
South American countries are inclined to com- 
promise, and itis possible that a satisfaotory 
settlement of the trouble will be arrived at be- 
fore the work of the judges begins. 


WOMEN IN JOURNALISM. 


Experts in Lines Unusual to the Sex Hold 
Forth at the Congress of Press Women. 


CuIcaGo, May 24.—Whether by acoident or by 
design of the programme makers, to-day’s ses- 
sion of the Congress of Press Women of the 
World was the most unique in its personality of 
the entire series, showing, as it did, that wo- 
man’s work for the press is developing in lines 
heretofore supposed to be only within the prov- 
ince of men. t 

In the first place, Mrs. Martha Howe Davyid- 
son of Chicago, the presiding officer, is perhaps 
the only woman in the United States except 
Mra. M. C. Yan Rensselaer of New-York who 
has made a special study of architecture for 
utilizatiop iu journalistic work. Major Handy, 
Chief of the Bureau of Publicity and Promotion 
of the Columbian Exposition, himeelf a trained 
and discriminating journalist, did her the honor 
to say of her series of published articles on 


the urehitecture of the exposition that they 
were the best-written and most comprehensive 
he had seen. 

Before entering the field of architectural de- 
seription Mrs. Davidson had devoted her tal- 
epts to art criticism and interior decoration. 

Absolutely startling was the announcement 
at oue point in the programme that Mrs. Ada 
Tims Kiocker of loww would be heard on the 
eubject of “Woman us a Kace Reporter,” and

It was, however, the only thing that marred 
avery successful event. It was the refusal of 
Secretary Wilsén of the Bureau of Music of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition to permit 
Mme. Nordica tosing at the exercises, after 


she, her agent, and the Maine Commissioners 
and managers had announced that she would. 

Mme. Nordica, who is Lillian Norton of Farin- 
ington, Me., where she Was born, enjoys with 
Georgia Cayvan, also a Maine woman, and Har- 
ries A. Shaw, the harpist, and sister of Fred 
Bhaw, the sculptor, another native of Maine, 
me affection and pride of the men of the Granite 

ate. 

All three of these women had agreed to take 
artin the dedication, and all did so, except 
hat Mme, Nordica spoke a little piece instead 

of giving the vocal selections she had promised. 
In her remarks she apologized for disappoint- 
ing the 1,500 people who had come all the way 
from Maine to be present, as well as the Maine 
folk resident in the West, who were present in 
large force, not to speak of the people from 
other States who claimed to be froin Maine 
merely to obtain admission to the building. 

She sald she wanted to sing, but the exposai- 
tion management, to whom she is under con- 
tract, positively forbade it, and she could not 
go coutrary to their wishes. She was sorry, as 
there were friends and kinsfelk present, and 
she could only do the next best thing, which 
was to explain the circumstances, acquit the 
Maine managers of afalse announcement, and 
express her te ge 

She remained during the reception, and shook 
hands with everybody. The Maine people 
blame neither Nordica nor her agent, but they 
pour the vials of their wrath on Secretary Wil- 
gon, the offending cause. He makes no expla- 
nation, except that Nordica was to sing at a 

ay concert this afternoon, and he did not think 
fe proper for her toe sing for nothing at the 
Maine Bullding. 

The Maine people indignantly resent his action 
and declare that he will make uothing by it; 
that they will boycott the otticial concerts, and 
induce as many other people to do likewise as 
they can. 

Except for this the dedication was a crush and 
@ success, Hali O. Burleigh, President of the 
managers for Maine, turned the building over 
to Gov. H. B, Cleaves, who was present with 
his full staff and his council of seven. 

The Governor ee happily to Mr. Bur- 
leigh’s speech, and harp solos by Miss Shaw, a 
recitation by Miss Cayvan, several numbers b 
the Bar Harbor Opera Company, and an ad- 
dreas by John N. Jewett, a native ot Maine and 
& prominent Chicago lawyer, completed the 
programme. 

The Maine Building is octagonal in shape and 
stands in the extreme northwest of the 
grounds, on the lake. The State appropriated 
only $10,000, but the granite men contributed 
liberally from their quarries, so that the State 
has a very creditable twenty-five-thousand-dol- 
Jar building. 

A bull moose 18 hands high and a cow, the 
latter shot by special dispensation of the Leg- 
islature, are two typical objects which visitors 
are shown with pride. 





MAY ASK FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


District Attorney Milchrist Starts for Chi- 
cago to Watch Sunday Opening. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—After his conference 
with Attorney General Olney, District Attor- 
ney Milchrist stated that the object of his visit 
was to receive instructions regarding the prose- 
cution of the Worid’s Fair officials if they 
opened the fair on Sunday. 

In advance of any violation of law the Attor- 
ney General declined to give the District Attor- 
ney any specific instructions, and informed him 


that until such a violation had been officially 
presented he must use his own discretion. 

Mr. Milchrist left for Chicago this evening 
and will be there on Sunday, when, if the fair 
is opened, it is understood that he will go into 
the court and file an application for an injunc- 
tion restraining the Commissioners from open- 
ing the fair on Sunday. 





NOT THE GOVERNMENT’S CONCERN. 


“In my opinion the National Government has 
no authority to declare that the gates of the 
World’s Fair shall not be opened on Sunday,” 
Charles Levi Woodbury of Boston said to a 
NrEw-YorRK TiMEs reporter at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel 

“The control of the park in whieh the fair is 
situated is net within the jurisdiction of the 
National Government, but of the local authori- 
ties. Whether the gates shall be opened is a 
police reguilation.”’ 2 

‘‘What part would the National Government 
have in legal peccesirage over the opening?” 

“ Attorney General Olney might file a bill in 
equity for breach of contract, if it be thought 
that a contract has been violated. The Gov- 
ernment may make a contract with the Chicago 
Directory, the same as with me or with any 
person or corporation. Whew it thinks the con- 
tract has been broken, it may begin proceedings 
to determine whether or not it has been brok- 
en.’’ 





THEODORE THOMAS TO STAY. 


Cuicaco, May 24.—The Theodore Thomas 
question may be considered practically settled, 
and,ss a result, Mr. Thomas will remain in 
charge of his department, with his powers of 
control slightly curtailed, to satisfy the mem- 
bers of the National Commission who were 
clamoring for his dismissal. The result was ar- 
rived at at a stormy meeting of the Board of 
Reference and Control held last evening, 

Commissioner St. Clair offered a resolution 
which, in effect, provided that it be reported 
that Theodore Thomas is under the direction 
and control of Director General Davis, just as 
Mr. Davis ie under the authority of the commis- 
sion, and the Counoi] of Administration was by 
it instructed to look after and fully protect the 
rights of exhibitors. This will settle the mat- 
ter temporarily at least. 





A Verdict of Justifiable Homicide. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—An inquest was held 
to-day by Coroner Ashbridge on the body of 
* Joseph Mitchell,” who died in the Pennsylva- 
nia Hospital on Monday, from the effects of 4 
bullet wound in the abdomen. It was learned 
that the real name of the man was Michael 
O’Connor, and that he escaped from the Charles- 
town (Mass.) Prison last July. The identifica- 
tion was made by Samuel O'Connor of 1,600 
Third Avenue, New-York, a brother, who was 4 
witness to-day.

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DR. SARA B, OHASE ON TRIAL 


Charged with Causing Margaret Manzoni’s 
Death—The ‘Mother's Testimony. 





Dr. Sara B. Chase, after having béen loeked 
up in the Tombs on Tuesday, night was taken to 
the Court of General Sessions yesterday morn- 
ing, where her trial on the charge of man- 
slaughter in the first degree was begun before 
Judge Martine, Sheis accused of causing the 
death of Margaret Manzoni by malpractice. 

Assistant District Attorney Davis opened the 
case for the people. Margaret Manzoni, he said, 
was the stepdaughter of Deputy United States 
Marshal Biggart of Brooklyn. She had been 
well educated, and until the time of the trouble 
which resulted in her death she was above sus- 
picion. 

Mr. Davis scored the defendant, whom he 
characterized as a fraud and worse. 

Mrs. Biggart, the mother of the girl, was the 
first witness. She is a fine-looking woman, and 


was dressed in deep mourning. Her daughter, 
she said, was twenty-four years old at the time 
of herdeath. On Jan, 24 of this year she started 
to visit some friends in Harlem, and on the 
next day came back home in answer to a tele- 
graw, She at that time was apparently well. 

Margaret went away again, said Mrs. Big- 
gart, and she heard from her by letter, suppos- 
ing she was with a school friend at Mont- 
roso- on-the-Hudson, and later through Dr. 
Cruikshank, the family physician, who said she 
was at Dr. Chase’s house, in this olty, where he 
had been calied. 

Mrs. Biggart related the details of her call 
upon Dr. Chase. Tue doctor said the girl was suf- 
feringfromrheumatism. She said thatif Maggie 
died, a certificate of death from rheumatism 
could be obtained. 

‘The witness said farther that Dr. Chase ad- 
vised hushing up the case to save her own rep- 
utation as well as that of the girl, and when she 
was told that Dr. Craiksnpank had informed the 
authorities she called him a traitor. 

Mrs. Biggart was asked to detail a conversa- 
tion she had with her daughter on Feb. 10. 
Before hearing this, the jury was taken out of 
the room that the Judge might pass upon the 
competency of the evidence. It was afterward 
repeated to the jury by the witness, who said: 

‘* Maggie told me: ‘ Mamma, I’m going to die, 
Td only like to live to show you what a good 
girlloould be, but I know { won’t have the 
chance. I know I shall die. Florence Donovan 
is the cause of my trouble. I went first to Mrs. 
Diemer’s, who operated on me and sent me to 
Mrs. Chase’s. She operated on me once. 

“*¥Florence Donovan’s reason for wanting 
me todo 80 was because he could not suppert 
me Or give me as good « home as I had, He gave 
me the money. 

“*When Florence first knew of my condition 
he promised to marry me and take me away so 
as to deceive the publio, if the child lived, as to 
its age. He lost his position and said he could 
not take esre of me, It was at his suggestion 
that I had the operation performed.’”’ 

On the oross-examination nothing to shake 
Mrs. Biggart’s testimony was deduced, the at- 
torneys for the defense, Messrs. Graybill and 
Pentecost, bringing out some points for the 
prosecutien. 

Mrs. Dr. Diemeris jointly indicted with Mrs. 
Chase on the charge of causing the death of 
Miss Manzoni. Florence F. Donovan, furmer- 
ly on the State Board of Arbitration, is under 
indictment for being an accessory. 


SUICIDE ON THE RAIL. 


Unknown Man Throws Himself in Front 





of a Locomotive. 


Jamaica, L. L, May 24.—An unknown elderly 
Man chose an appalling method of ending his 
life at Dunton, a little village jus§ out of Jamai- 
ca, last night. 

Atalate hour Gateman Wright, stationed at 
the Dunton crossingof the Long Island KRail- 
road, saw the man pacing restiessiy up and 
downthe track a short distance away. The 
gateman- ordered him away. The stranger 
seemed oblivious to the gateman’s cries, and 
finally had to beled off the track by Wright, 
who started the man up the Dunton read, 
away from the tracks. 

In ashort time Wright was horrified to ses 
the man again on the track w greater distance 
away, direotly in the path of the incoming 
train. 

Before Wright could reach the stranger the 
train struck him, tossing him twenty feet 
away. When he was reached it was found that 
his head had been cut completely in two. 

An examination of the body made it evident 
thatthe man had deliberately committed sul- 
clde. Every mark upon the clothing had been 
earefully destroyed; nota key, knife, penny of 
money, nor asingle scrap of paper that might 
furnish a clue to the suicide’s identity could be 
found in the pockets of his clothing. He had 
evidently thwarted identification with design 
and forethought. 

The body is thatof a manof sixty. Iti¢ at- 
tired in a suit of mixed goods of black and 
white and a black soithat. ‘he feet are incased 
in red and black carpet slippers. Ihe man's 
cane, of natural wood and having a crooked 
handle, was found beside the body. It is 
thought the victim was German.

LIVELY MEETING TO DISCUSS BANK 
OF DEPOSIT AFFAIRS. 


Suggestion from the Bank’s Counsel that 
Five Trustees Take the Assets from 
the Bank by Assignment and Distrib- 
ute Them—This Will Be Done if Com- 
mittees Report Favorably—Controller of 
the Ourrency Eckels will not Appoint 
a Receiver at Present. 


Confusion filled the room of the Board of 
Trade at 203 Broadway yesterday afternoon, 
where had assombled 257 men, 2 women, and 
& three-year-old baby. All but the baby had 
presumably intrusted their money to the 
National Bank of Deposit of 55 Liberty Street, 
the Directors of which decided to go into 
liquidation on Monday night, and which was 
seized by the Bank Examiner on Monday. 

By 3:30 o'clock, the hour set for the meeting, 
the room was crowded. William W. Goodrich, 
& lawyer of 59 Wall Street, who lives in Brook- 
lyn, took the gavel by common consent and 
asked that a Secretary be appointed. Lawyer 
J. K. Haywood was chosen. 

Mr. Goodrich said that he was entirely unac- 
quainted with the banks’ affairs, but he under- 
stood that the meeting had been called to look 
into them and that, to begin with, Anthony B. 
Porter of Porter & Kilvert, the counsel of the 
National Bank of Deposit, bad something to 
say. Mr. Porter said that the meeting had been 
called at the suggestion of the bank’s officers 
for the purpose of ‘“‘ making a statement and a 
suggestion for an immediate settlement.” 

‘The idea is,” he continued, “for the bank to 
regain control of itself andto avoid an exami- 
nation and receiver and the expenses a receiver 
entalls. The suggestion is that this meeting 
appoint five Trustees, including the President, 
whose services would be indispensable to any 
committee; that these Trustees take from the 
bank, by assignment, all of its assets, and that 
the Trustees be given the power to dispose of 
the assets, of which there could be an immedi- 
ate division out of the cash and a later and final 
one when everything Is disposed of. That's the 
only Way everybody can get all of his or her 
money, and it won’t take long. 

“The standing of the bank is this: Assets, 
including loans secured by notes and other col- 
lateral, ckecks out for collection and the cireu- 
lation surplus, $1,196,241.61; liabilities, exelu- 
sive of stock, $588,385.82, Thatleaves about 
$310,000 to cover the stuck. The bank is capti- 
talized for $300,000. here are $200,000 in 
Gash and & large amount in notes.” 

ay All of the depositors must sign this agree- 
meut,’’ said Mr. Porter after he had read tle 
paper which he had described to the meeting. 
“the Bauk Examiner cannot withdraw uutil 
that has been done.” 

In the meantimé a commiteee had been sent 
out to notify the bank ofticers thatthe mesting 
was ready to reeeive them. Mr. Goodrioh suid 
that he wanted to kuow whether or no the 
stockholders would not be liable if the deposit- 
ors signed the release, and if Mr. Porter would 
say that the officers could assign the bank. 

Then the confusion began in earnest. Not 
only did several persons try to speak at once 
without any recognition at all from the Chair, 
but 6verybody seemed to feel at liberty to criti- 
cise any speaker who differed from him, and to 
do it ina Jond and uncomplimentary fashion. 

The Chairman pounded with his gavel until 
he was tired, but the noise went right on, and 
more than once the talk became very personal. 

While several men tried to make themselves 
heard,the committee went out for Lewis k. Ran- 
som, the President of the National Bank of 
Deposit. 

Wellesley W. Gage moved the appointment of 
an investigation committee of five, and Mr. Kel- 
ler wanted to substitute a similar one for it. As 
they finished, the President entered, and when 
the Chairman put down his well-worn gavel 
a enough to speak to him the noise burst out 
again. 

Tne motion for an investigation committees 
Was suspended for the moment, and President 
Ransom made a statement about the bank's 
money matters as follows: Assets, checks out 
for call, $139,838.01; cash and cash items, 
$45,470; liabilities, apart from stockholders’, 
$888,000. Notes to oifset deposits of their 
inakers, $200,000. 

“This leaves us $688,000 to have money for,”’ 
Mr. Ransom said, ‘‘in order to pay every deposi- 
tor in full at onee, and we have $1,000,000 of 
the best kinds of assets to do it with. It will 
take only sixty or seventy days to liquidate.” 

“Why was the bank closed?” asked a voice 
in the Inst. row of the crowd. 

“ Well,” Mr. Ransom answered, “ I’m largely 
interested in the stock, and, as the stock is the 
last to be paid, I preferred to have the bank 
stopped while the stock was good.”’ 

Mr. Ransom said that the Government officer 
could not give any information about the bank’s 
condition if he wanted to, There were about 
800 active accounts, he added. 

There was another dispute over the investica- 
tion committee, with more shouts, remarks, 
and suggestions showered on each speaker, und 
after the passage of the motion, the Chairman 
named Messrs. Gage, Keller, Shepard, Jaceb 
Riglander, and M. P. Smith to serve. Then 
Francis B, Taylor wanted a committee of three 
appointed to look into the legal points of the 
paper offered by Mr. Porter, it being understood 
that the stockholders were in no way freed of 
their responsibility. ‘The Chairman and the 
Secretary and Mr. Taylor were chosen. 

The squabble over various petty matters was 
begun again, after a teti-minute recess had been 
taken to give Mr. Goodrich a change to rest his 
arm, and then it wae decided that when the 
meeting adjourned it be to meet again in the 
same place at 9 o'clock this morning, when the 
Law Committees will report. 

Just then Eldon Bisbee, a young lawyer, 
pushed through the crowd and suggested that 
it might be well to find out who could enforce 
the stockholders’ liabilities. The only comment 
on his suggestion was a “ well taken’’ from 
Mr. Goodrith, who appointed him a member of 
the Law Committee at once. 

Fifteen minutes of talk brought out the state- 
ments that the Bank Examiner would allow no- 
body to look at the books and papers in his 
charge, and that action must be taken at once, 
as a receiver would be appointed within twenty- 
four hours if nothing was done, Then the meet- 
ing empowered Mr. Goodrich to appoint five 
Trustees to serve for the depositors in case the 
law and investigation committees should report 
favorably. 

The President of the bank and the Chairman 
of the meeting were made members of the board 
by agreement, and Mr. Goodrich said that he 
should have to taxe until this morning te select 
the other persons to serve, 

WasuHinaton, May 24.—Controller of the Cur- 
rency Eckels received a dispatch to-night from 
Bank Examiner W. H. Kimball, whois in New- 
York looking inte the affairs of the National 
Bank of Deposit, saying that the bank ofticiale 
earnestly desired a short breathing spell and 
recommending that the appointment of are- 
celver be deferred forthe present. Mr. Eokels 
said he was disposed to give the bank peoplea 
reasonable time and would not name a reveiver 
for the present, at least. 





DENVER DEPOSITORS FRIGHTENED. 


DENVER, May 24.—Rumors have been current 
for some days of weakness on the part of the 
People’s Bank and the Savings Bank, which 
culminated this morning in a heavy run by the 
depositors upon both these institutions, The 
tellers bave been kept busy all day, and to-night 
depositors are stillin line pressing forward for 
their money. 

The officers of the banks say they will be 
able to withstand the onslaught. President 
Muir of the People’s, advises calmness and tells 
the depositors that all will be paid in full. The 
stock of the bank has been quoted on Change 
at 115 to 120. 

There is some uneasiness in other quarters, 
and tt ielikely runs will be made on other banks, 
although everything is quiet at present, except 
the run above noted.

An Excursion to be Held on Decoration 
Day and the Club Flag Saluted. 


The house of the Atlantic Yacht Club at Bay Ridge 
will De opened to-day, and members can entertain 
as much as they want to from now on to the end of 
the season. Commodore David Bank haa appointed 
Mr. George H. Churoh Fleet Captain. Mr. Churoh 
has officiated as Fleet Surgeon for several seasons. 
The appointment is a popular one. 

The first duty of Fleet Captain Church was to issue 
General Orders No, 2, which reiate to the cere- 
monies of saluting the flag on Decoration Day.

The Weather Bureau report indicates for 
to-day, in thie city, fair weather; southwest 
winds. 


The Board of Health hasdecided to order 
that a number of un wholesome dwellings 
on the east side be Vacated. This may in- 
volve the turning of some poor families 
into the streets, but it is the only practical 
way of dealing with this question of hope- 
lessly unsanitary habitations. Not alone 
the weil-being of the occupants, but the 
health of the public, isto be considered. 
These noisome dens may become the breed- 
ing place of pestilence or centres of dis- 
tribution for contagion. It is difficult to 
force the owners of houses that are unfit 
to livein to put them in a habitable con- 
dition so long as people are allowed to 
occupy them from whom rents can be 
collected. The only effectual way to com- 
pel owners to make these places tenantable 
isto deprive them of tenants until they 
are made so, and this can only be done by 
@n exercise of pubiic authority. 





The theory of Mr. Louris WINDMULLER, 
advanced in his article in the Forum, from 
which we have quoted, that there should be 
definite instruction in the line of the work 
of the civil service is perfectly sound. 
Probably not even the most hardened 
epoilsman would deny it if he could be 
caught alone and compelled to say what 
‘he really thought of it. But it would be 
obviously absurd to train young men in 
the schools for a career that is liable 
to be broken off within four years or 
less, and to which they cannot get access 
unless they happen to belong to the 
party for the time being in power. In other 
words, every sensible and just idea of the 
civilservice of a free and intelligent peo- 
ple isin utter conflict with the ridiculous 
and shameful spoils system that still pre- 
vails throughout the great body of the 
service of the United States, The training 
of actual experience and of faithful work 
in the lower grades of any department is of 
itself an admirable training for the higher 
grades. Lut this is rendered impossible by 
the present methods. And this is the first 
line of the defensive works of the spoils 
system to be attacked.

By a large majority the International 
Conference of Miners at Brussels has voted 
in favor of a universal strike to enforce the 
demand for a working day of eight hours 
in all mines. Whether or not the demand 
in itself is a just and reasonable one, and 
whether or not a strike is the proper 
means of enforcing it, it is rather difficult 
to see how any labor strike can be made 
universal. How is an order for an inter- 
national strike to be given and how is it to 
beenforced? The delegates at the Brussels 
conference representing the miners of the 
north of England and Wales voted with the 


minority against an international strike to 
enforce the eight-hour day in mines. How 
could those whom they represent be com- 
pelled to joinin such a strike? Ifa strike 
of miners could be made universal, how 
long conld it last? Resolutions are easily 
adopted, but giving them effect is quite a 
different matter.

While the great speed record achieved by 
the New-York this week is very gratifying, 
it is, after all, only one factor in the all- 
around efficiency which makes her the 
foremost of existing armored cruisers. Two 
points in which her superiority is well 
marked over even such fine vessels as the 
Blake are her armor and gun protection 
and the strength and disposition of her 
battery. As to the former, besides having 
a very heavy protective deck like the Eng- 
lish vessel, she carries extensive side armor 
and she also has a belt of water-excluding 
material which the latter has not; while 
still more noticeable are the ten-inch 
barbettes and seven-inch turrets fur- 
nished tur four of her heaviest guns and 
the four-inch sponsons for her smaller 
calibres, whereas the Blake for all her guns 
has only comparatively thin shields. 
Then, as to battery power, the New-York 
not only throws a greater aggregate weight 
of metal at a single discharge, but a great- 
er weight both in broadside and in ahead 
or astern fire, the latter being double that 
of the Blake. It only needed the demon- 
stration of high speed to complete her gen- 
eral excellence, and this has now been 
given. 


The Treasury Department has decided 
that duties shall not be assessed in accord- 
ance with the classification required by 
the new wool samples upon entries 
of wool covered by invoices certified on 
or before May 1. With respect to invoices 
certified on or before that date the old 
samples are to be used, and, in cases where 
reference to the new samples has caused 
higher duties to be paid, the excess 
is to be refunded. Classification ac- 
cording to the new samples transfers, 
it is said, to the first class of the 
McKinley wool schedule certain coarse 
carpet wools the invoice value of which is 
about 4 cents a pound, and thus makes 
these wools dutiable at the rate of 275 per 
cent. The application of the new samples 
to wools of this kind ought be suspended 
indefinitely. 


SUNDAY OPENING AT CHICAGO: 
The assent of the National Commission 
to the opening of the World’s Fair on Sun- 
days leaves the opponents of Sunday open- 
ings no recourse, except to the courts. The 
legal questions involved are interesting. 
That one which has been most conspicu- 
ously involved in the discussion is the 
question whether, when a grant of money 
is made upon specified conditions, and the 
grant is subsequently diminished by the 
grantor, the grantee is bound by the con- 
ditions. There is no dispute about the 
facts. Congress voted $2,500,000 in sou- 
venir silver coins in aid of the fair, pro- 
vided the fair was not opened on Sundays. 
Afterward it diverted about a fifth of this 
grant to the payment of expenses incurred, 
or to be incurred in making the awards. 
There was no acceptance of the graut, we 
believe, by which the authorities of the 
fair could be bound, except the actual 
drawing of themoney appropriated. Cer- 
tainly, there was no assent on the part of 
the authorities of the fair to the diversion 
from the appropriation of the sum devoted 
to the expenses of the Bureau of Awards. 
It is conceivable that the authorities of 
the fair would have consented to close the 
buildings on Sunday for $2,500,000, but 
not for $2,000,000. At any rate, a fifth of 
their appropriation was withdrawn with- 
out their consent. Are they not entitled 
to take what remains without condi- 
tions, part of the consideration for their 
assent to the conditions of Sunday closing 
having been withdrawn? 

This is aninteresting question that will 
doubtless enter into the litigation. An- 
other, not less interesting, has been raised 
by Gen. Lippitr of Washington in a letter 
to the Evening Post, and concerns the con- 
stitutional power of Congress to do by indi- 
rection what it cannot do directly. It must 
be conceded that an act of Congress requir- 
ing a corporation organized under the laws 
of Illinois to refrain from doing on Sunday 
business which is lawful in Illinois on that 
day would be absolutely void as being be- 
yond the constitutional competency of 
Congress. Does Congress gain any addi- 
tional powers by annexing, as a condition 
of agrant of money to a quasi-national 
enterprise, a prohibition which would be 
decided by any court to be inoperative if 
it were made nakedly? In other words, 
does an appropriation give Congress juris- 
diction over matters which are not com- 
mitted to it by the Constitution? 

To ask this question is apparently to an- 
swerit. The two points upon which the 

Directors willrely are very strong, and it 
seems unlikely that the Sabbatarians will 
make anything by anappeal tothe courts. 
This, in our view, is a matter for congratu- 
lation, because, with whomever the legal 
merits of the question may be, the moral 
and social considerations involved in the 
question are overwhelmingly with the Di- 
rectors and the advocates of Sunday open- 
ing. Thereis, indeed, noargument whatever 
against the opening of the fair on Sunday, 
except the Sabbatarian argument, namely, 
that the opening of the fair would be a 
“sin” for which no incidental benefits, 
pecuniary, social, or even moral, could pos- 
sibly compensate. In other words, the 
Sabbatarians are obliged to hold, in direct 
contradiction of the words of the Founder 
of Christianity, that man was made for 
the Sabbath, and not the Sabbath for man. 
If they are prepared to deny or dispute 

that the people who desire to attend the 
fair on Sunday and who are debarred from 

attending the fair on Sunday will be 

worse occupied, from a humane or a 

moral oreven a Sabbatarian point of view, 

they simply show that they do not know 
what they are talking about. 
they, as they incorrectly pretend to be, the 
representatives of the unanimous Christian 
sentiment of the United States. It is very 
doubtful whether they represent the pre- 


Nor are 





vailing Christian sentiment, taking all the 


Churches together. They are the repre- 
sentatives of Sabbatarian views of the 
British Puritans, which are scarcely more 
than 250 years.old, and which have never 
been accepted by Christendom at large, but 
have been confined to the descendants of 
the British Puritans and those who have 
come undertheirinfluence. TheProtestant 
Episcopal Bishop of New-York has vindi- 
cated the character of his Church as an 
agency in the cause of progress and human- 
ity by an earnest advocacy of tle opening, 
under proper restrictions, of the aids to 
that cause furnished by the fair to those 
who are able to attend it only upon that 
day. Itis due to the Directors to say that 
they have shown deference to the religious 
sentiment of the country in the restrictions 
which they have laid down in respect to 
Sunday opening, and have gone as far 
toward conciliating the Sabbatarians as is 
compatible with common sense and witha 
due regard for the moral welfare of the 
majority of the inhabitants of Chicago. It 
is already evident that the attendance at 
the fair is to come very largely from 
Chicago and the immediate neighborhood. 
The opening of the fair on Sunday is the 
greatest moral boon that could be conferred 
upon the people, and opposition to it can 
be excused only by charitably ascribing to 
the opponent a dense ignorance of what 
the conditions of life in Chicago on Sunday 
actually are. 
A TEN-YEAR-OLD BRIDGE. 

Yesterday was the tenth anniversary of 
the opening of the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge to the public, and it has afforded a 
striking illustration of the growth of 
travel with the increase of facilities for it 
in this metropolitan community. Its use 
has steadily increased, and has far exceed- 
ed all the estimates and calculations of its 
projectors. Its capacity was made greater 
than was originally intended, the idea of 
building for the future having finally pre- 
vailed, but never since the structure was 
thrown open hasits capacity been found 
too great, and the Trustees have been al- 
most constantly engaged upon plans for 
increasing it. Those affecting the terminal 
accommodations, which have always been 
inadequate for the handling of trains and 
passengers, are yet to be carried into full 
effect. Nobody imagines now that this 
bridge can be made to accommodate more 
people comfortably than have occasion to 
use it. 

Its history is full of promise for the new 
enterprise for bridging the East River 
further up with a double structure, con- 
necting both Brooklyn proper and the 
Eastern District with this city above 
Grand Street and interlacing the lines of 
travel of the two cities by means of ele- 
vated: railroad connections. It took thir-' 
teen years and about $15,000,000 to con- 
struct the present bridge, upon which 
$5,000,000 has been expended in the way 
of improvements; but such is the progress 
since made in bridge building that the new 
and heavier structures will be put up in 
much less time and at relatively much less 
cost. That their completion will be speedily 
followed by an immense increase of travel 
and traffic between the two cities does not 
admit of doubt. The effect will be such a 
practical coalition of the two cities into 
one that their consolidation into a single 
municipality should result without delay, if 
it shall not have been already accomplished 
before that time, as is more than likely. 

—_—_—_—_—_—_—_— 
THE LEAVEN IN THE GRAND ARMY, 

There is every indication that the with- 
drawal of the charter of the Noah L. Farn- 
ham Post of the Grand Army of the 
Republic will have an effect exactly oppo- 
site to that intended, as is so often the 
case with efforts to suppress manifesta- 
tions of sentiment in favor of reforming 
flagrant abuses. Nobody takes the action 
of the department and National Command- 
ers as merely a penalty for the technical 
violation of rules. It was intended as a 
rebuke for the position taken against the 
extravagant and reckless pension policy 
of the Government, and as a warning to 
other Grand Army posts against presum- 
ing to express sympathy for that position. 

But there are many signs that such a 
sympathy exists and is bound to find ex- 
pression in one way or another. Formal 
resolutions may not be adopted at the risk 
of breaking the aflillation of the posts 
with the central organization, but if the 
policy of suppression is carried too far it is 
liable to cause a disruption of the whole 
order. 

Under the influence of politicians and 
pension agents the Grand Army in recent 
years has been made the chief support of 
the legislation and administration which 
have made of our pension system a burden 
upon the Government and the people al- 
most equal to that of a standing army, and 
the greatest obstacle to the restoration of a 
reasonable revenue system. This apparent 
arraying of the veteran soldiers on the side 
of the abuse of the Government’s generos- 
ity has gone far to restrain the expression 
of a growing public sentiment outside of 
their ranks against the lavish distribution 
of public funds upon those who are neither 
needy nor deserving recipients of the 
bounty of a grateful people. 

But all the while the position of the 
Grand Army has been largely maintained 
by what in politics are known as machine 
methods. It has not been in accord with 
thereal sentiment of the worthier members 
of the organization. This sentiment, there 
is every reason to believe, is not different 
from that generally prevailing among the 
citizens of the Nation, that the pension roll 
should be a roll of honor, bearing only the 
names of those who served the country 
worthily and who incurred disabilities in 
that service which impair their power of 
self-support. 

For the frauds and abuses that disgrace 
our pension policy and add millions annu- 
ally to our public expenditures no patriotic 
veteran in or out of the Grand Army can 
have any sympathy. Grand Army men 
should be the first and loudest to cry out 
against these abuses and to demand their 
correction, and it is a healthy sigu that the 
leaven which has been quietly working all 
these years is now showing its effect. Ths 
Farnham Post is the martyr of a new cru- 
sade which gives promise of a purgation of

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THE POWER OF THE STOCK EX- 
OHANGE. 

Whatever may be the truth in regard to! 
the current troubles of the Whisky Trust, 
there is no doubt that very many people 
believe that they are partly tictitious and 
that they have been arranged by insiders 
to affect the prices of stock on the Ex- 
change. Any one inclined to take that view 
of the matter would have plenty of prece- 
dents to justify the probability of the in- 
ference. The course of speculation in Wall 
Street is never free from the influence, 
sometimes in one direction, sometimes in 
another, of the belief that the real condi- 
tion of properties is misrepresented by 
those having charge of them. If such mis- 
representation were confined to exaggerat- 
ed or misleading statements as to the 
prosperity or resources of companies whose 
stock or securities are dealt in, it would be 
bad enough, but it is far worse when 
managers seek, by false reports or rumors, 
to depress market values, either in order to 
get control of stocks or for pure gambling 
purposes, Compared to this offense, the 
circulation by outsiders of lying rumors 
is ineffective or venial. 

Unfortunately there is no way of sup- 
pressing lying altogether in any line of 
business, and none is likely to be discov- 
ered short of the millennium, But for this 
particular formof the evil it ought to be 
possible for the Stock Exchange to provide 
a very strong check, if not an absolute pre- 
ventive. The power of the Exchange aris- 
ing from the imposition of oonditions for 
trade on the Exchange is very great. It 
is already in certain directions used with a 
good deal of firmness. If the Exchange 
should decide to formulate a definite sys- 
tem by which the condition of the affairs 
of every corporation of which stock and 
securities are dealt in should be stated at 
intervals of reasonable length, we have no 
doubt whatever that any serious misrepre- 
sentation could be gradually almost en- 
tirely suppressed. The penalty of exclu- 
sion from the board room could be enforced, 
and would bea perfectly logical and fair 
one. It would even be practicable to es- 
tablish a system of inspection by which the 
administration of the system would be guid- 
ed, though probably this would be unneces- 
sary if provision were made for prompt and 
searching investigation of charges. 

The Clearing House Association is an ex- 
ample of the degree of efficiency that can 
be obtained in the general regulation of a 
business where integrity is of the highest 
importance by simply making the common 
advantages essential to the business de- 
pendent on the observance of established 
conditions. The Stock Exchange has quite 
as much power in that direction, and could 
use it with as good effect if its members 
were determined to do so. Unquestionably 
the steady operation of such a system 
would greatly lessen the chances of ex- 
treme speculation on the Exchange, and 
would deprive the life of the broker of 
much of its peculiar charm. But it would 
not restrict honest and legitimate dealings, 
and it would do away with most of the 
popular distrust of the Exchange by abol- 
ishing the justification for that distrust. 

——_—_—— 
MR. HARRISON’S FRIENDS. 

There are some professed friends of ex- 
President HarRISON to whom he would do 
well to give a little attention. We say pro- 
fessed friends, for though some of them 
are entirely sincere, others feel deeply the 
gratitude that is alively sense of possible 
favors to be conferred. These zealous per- 
sons, in common with nearly all active 
Republicans, are very eagerly engaged in 
discussing the “reorganization” of their 
party—a process that suggests the recent 
experiences of the Reading Railroad and 
Richmond Terminal. The essential element 
of reorganization, as every one knows, is to 
got hold of all outstanding claims and put 
them under the control of men selected for 
the purpose, who scale them down, and 
then look around for new resources on the 
strength of the reduced indebtedness. 
Now, it has occurred to the friends of Mr. 
HARRISON to whom we have referred, that 
the best way to reorganize the Republican 
Party is not only to scale down, but to re- 
pudiate, all obligations to every one except 
Mr. Harrison and Mr. HaRRISON’s friends, 
and to form a sort of blind pool in the poli- 
tios of the next four years in which the ex- 
President shall play the rdle of reorganizer 
in chief. 

We do not think that this is a good thing 
for Mr. HARRISON, and we cannot believe 
that he is privy to it or that he regards it 
without grave disapproval and some sus- 
picion. He ought, if he can, to put a stop 
to it. Quite apart from any considerations 
of the dignity attaching to the position of 
an ex-President, it must occur to Mr. Har- 
RISON that his friends are exposing him to 
the traditional consequences of familiarity. 
It is, perhaps, inevitable that men whose 
chief occupation is politics should keep on 
thinking about it and talking of it and 
planning with reference to it; but they 
form a very small portion of the people, and 
the rest of us get very weary with them in 
the long interval between elections. On 
this general ground Mr. HARRISON would 
do well to cultivate a certain obscurity, 
from which, if occasion should require and 
his party should call him, he could, if he 
cared to do so, emerge with much better 
chance to attract the admiration of his 
countrymen. Then, again, Mr. HARRISON’S 
friends ought to remember that the recent 
defeat has left many bruises, some severe 
wounds, and a long list of dead, captured, 
and missing. If they will only be patient, 
the missing may turn up again, some of the 
captured may release themselves and reap- 
pear in the Republican ranks, and the po- 
litically dead will be forgotten or remem- 
bered with less anguish, and, by their ad- 
mirers, with lessresentment. Moreover, the 
wounds may heal and the bruises cease to 
ache. But just now it is a very bad time to 
go around stirring up the injured and re- 
minding them of how and why they got 
their hurts. 

There is another idea that:the Repub- 
lican “leaders” will do well to get into 
their heads, if they can. They are utterly 
at sea as to what will be the issues four 





years from now. Only one thing is pretty 
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clear—they will not embrace protectionism 
of the sort that was “turned down” last 
November. If the party managers and the 
organs could resolve to let that subject 
alone, to discuss almost anything except 
that, to watch the developments of public 
opinion and the course of their opponents, 
and keep themselves as free as possible to 
take advantage of opportunities that may 
offer, they might be able to present a pretty 
strong case when occasion requires. There 
will be no lack of work for a good opposi- 
tion party, but the fight of last year will 
never again be made, nor one on any lines 
closely resembling the lines of that one. 
Now Mr. Harrison is very intimately as- 
sociated in the public mind with the sys- 
tem that was voted down in 1892. If his 
friends insist on keeping him constantly 
before the public they will keep that sys- 
tem equally prominent, and the ex-Presi- 
dent will suffer accordingly. We have no 
great hope that our counsel in this matter 
will be followed; but it is sound, never- 
theless, and perhaps Mr. Harrison him- 
self may take some interest in it, 





TO SUPPLANT THE TROLLEY. 

Congress would not permit the overhead 
trolley system to be used in Washington, 
and because of this prohibition there may 
now be seen in operation in that city an 
underground trolley line which deserves 
the attention of the authorities in other 
cities where the poles and overhead 
wires have been set up or where permis- 
sion to set them up has been souglit upon 
the plea that there is no other practicable 
method of applying electric motive 
power to the cars of a surface road. The 
company which uses this underground sys- 
tem within the city limits moves its cars on 
that portion of its line which lies beyond 
the boundary by the overhead trolley, 
because the first cost of the overhead plant 
is less than that of such an underground 
plant asthe company has put in, but it is 
reported that 30 per cent. more power is 
obtained by the use of the subterranean 
wires, and that the cost of operation is less 
by 30 per cent. than in the case of the over- 
head system, 

The Electrical Engineer of the 17th inst. 
publishes a description of an underground 
system now in use in the City of Hartford. 
This system, it is said, ‘has been in prac- 
tical operation for the past four months, 
meeting with the most severe Winter ex- 
periences, and has shown itself to be 
a practical success and capable of perform- 
ing all that the inventors claim forit.” A 
thoroughly-insulated conductor runs un- 
derneath the surface of the street between 
the rails. Connection can be made be- 
tween this cable and the car motor 
only at openings sixteen feet apart, 
but even at these openings the cable 
is not exposed. The medium of communi- 
cation is a thin metal ribbon attached to 
the car. This touches a little wheel at 
each opening, depressing this wheel until 
the framework that supports it touches 
the cable below. The ribbon of metal is 
more than sixteen feet long, and therefore, 
in passing over two contact openings, it is 
in position to take the current from the 
second before it has ceased to take it from 
the first. 

It will be seen that so far as danger aris- 
ing from the exposure of the cable that 
carries the current is concerned, this is a 
harmless system. The cable is insulated 
throughout its length. At the contact 
openings there can be no leakage, for the 
spring clips below the little wheels through 
the medium of which contact is made are 
carefully insulated. The*wheels, which are 
the only parts of the system that are visible 
at the openings, are not in circuit except 
when the car is directly over them, and 
they are harmless to the touch as soon as 
the car has passed. Thesystem is harmless 
where the overhead trolley is dangerous. 
The machinery and the conductor are con- 
cealed and offer no obstruction, while the 
overhead trolley is unsightly and cumber- 
some. The cost of construction is said to 
be about $6,000 per mile. 

Speaking of an ‘“‘assumption on the part 
of the public that electricians are blindly 
committed to the trolley, and are unfavor- 
able to any other. method of electrical 
transportation,” the Electrical Engineer de- 
clares that electricians do see that the per- 
fection of some further means of electric 
traction is to be desired, and thatinvention 
and capital have been busy on new sys- 
tems, in which the use of overhead wires 
can be avoided. The Enginecr also says: 

“Our own faith in the ultimate success of 
other means than the trolley is stronger than 
ever, and we are glad to nete that the magni- 
tude of the prize still tempts adventurous cap- 
ital The later attempts have certainly gone 
nearer the goal than any that preceded them, 
and every month eces an advance. A few weeks 
ago we desoribed some excellent storage-battery 
trips in this city. Last week we described/a very 
promising conduit road in Washington, and this 
week Mr. SHaw describes a conduit road he has 
just inspected at Hartford. Evidently there is 
abundant effort to drop the trolley in the con- 
duit slot. Altogether, therefore, the time is 
near when the public, eager for rapid transit, 
but in dire fear of the ‘deadly trolley,’ will be 
able to get the full benefit of something | better 
than it has hitherto enjoyed.” 

In all cities where the streets have not 
been given up to the overhead trolley poles 
and wires, the authorities should not per- 
mit the dangerous and unsightly overhead 
to be introduced. If a safe and 
underground system be 
not already available—and there seems 
to be satisfactory evidence this 
point, not only in the statements of 
so competent a witness as Mr. A. C. SHaw 
and of so prominent a journal as the Llec- 
trical Engineer, but also in other testimony 
—the prediction may be made with confi- 
dence, we think, that after a few months 
have elapsed no one will be able to defend 
the use of the overhead trolley on the 
ground that a harmless, unobjectionable, 
and equally practicable method of electric 
traction for city @nd suburban railroads 
that can take the place of it has not been

THE HOLBEINI IGALLERIES. 


Summer Exhibition of Paintings by Native’ 
Artists. 


A collection of about 150 paintings and a few 
Pieces of soulpture by American artists hang in 
the Holbein Galleries on Fifth Avenue, opposite 
the Windsor Hotel. These littie galleries are 
controlled by the same organization which 
opened & much smaller exhibit in the old Union 
Trust Building on Reetor Street last year; it is 
composed of young men well acquainted with 
the younger band of artists; with the fire of 
youth it has set out to lend our native talent a 
helping hand, while conducting its affairs on 
business principles. 

A Summer exhibition is among the plans of 
the Holbeiners, and to-day we see the results of 
® carefully-conducted selection of works; these 
were judged by artists exactly as if it were the 
Academy or the Society that sent out the call. 
The jury of selection was a jury of five, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Curran, Dearth, Du Mond, 
Gaul, and Wiles. They divided the applicant 
pictures into hors concours, first selection and 
afterthoughts, and in hanging the pictures 
strove to give the best places to those whioh 
entered without question, the next to those 
placed in the sure list, and then filled up the 
gaps with the doubtfal ones. The result isa 
very pleasing little exhibit in which good work 
preponderates. 

Several prize pictures from the Academy 
figure here, notably the very attractive “ Fire 
Dreamers” by Edward A. Bell, which took the 
second Haligarten, and the little swineherd 
oo , dae by Henry Prellwitz, which took the 

“Winter View, Boston Common,” by E. E. 
Simmons, is a welcome visitor, together with 
his ‘“‘ Winteron the River,” and ‘‘Evening Glow, 
Winter.” Koswell Bacon’s ‘‘Snow Patches,” 
admired at the recent exhibition of the society, 
has a companion called “The Little Stove.” 
From the Academy exhibit comes Howard Rus- 
sell Butler’s “ Rurales Crossing a Ford.” J. H. 
Caliga of Boston has had six paintings ac- 
cepted, including a pretty little cabinet picture 
of a seated lady drinking tea from a green cup; 
‘‘The Prelude,” “ Reflections,” and “ Light and 
Shade,” the last a large picture of a con- 
valescent lady seated amid pillows in a big arm- 
chair under a tree—his contribution to tbe 
B8ociety’s show. 

Mr. John La Farge has one of his temple 
scenes from Japan, water oolor, and an early 
landscape with clump of trees in the fore- 
ground, a specimen of his quiet masterly work 
when he lived in Newport. From Winslow 
Homer comes a delightful water color of boys 
on the seashore playing about a dory. Two ex- 
tremely good pictures by Charles 8. Hop- 
kinson include “A 8 a marine full 
of charming color an delicate senti- 
ment, and a more ourfous, if less successful 
landscape called “ White Mist,” in whicn the 
disappearance of the background in misty 
weather is cleverly indicated. ‘Sunday Morn- 
ing at Grez, France,” is one of Auguste Fran- 
zen’s best pieces; the colors are not forced and 
the atmospheric qualities are excellent. The 
old Frenchwoman pottering about her flowers 
on the brink of the peaceful Loing also tells a 
pleasant story. There are fourclever little Brit- 
tany piotures by William Sergeant Kendall and 
the half length of an old man calle@ * A Span- 
iard,” which appeared at the Academy. A very 
charming little picture is Leonard Ochtman’s 
**Bummer’s Night.” Robert Reid shows two 
indifferent figure pieces and one landscape with 
water, which is perhaps his masterpiece in that 
line. It ia called ‘* October Day,” and repre- 
sents & — bay somewhere in Rhode Island. 
In this he suggests the moist Rhode Island 
atmosphere, and his plein-air methods are 
exactly suited to the scene. 

In sculpture there is so far but a pair of little 
busts; both by Jonathan 8. Hartley; one is the 
small head of George Inness, the painter, and 
the other a delightful little bust of his son, very 
simple in treatment and full of charm. 

Many pictures besides those mentioned might 
be noted, such as Henry Dearth’s ‘* Winter at 
East Hampton”; W. A. Coffin’s ** Moonrise”; 
Kenyon Cox’s “‘ September Sunshine”; Esther 
L. Coffin’s “ Tulips’; Carroll Beckwith’s ** The 
Lake, Central Park,’ and ‘‘ Diamond Broker,” 
and Carle J. Blenner’s ‘‘ Afternoon Tea”; but 
these and others must wait for another occasion. 


THE ATLANTA’S LONG TRIP. 


Delay in Reaching Nicaragua Unfortunate 
for Commander Higginson. 





WASHINGTON, May 24.—The absence of in- 
formation from the Atlanta has caused much 
comment at the Navy Department. The ship 
Was some days longer in reaching Kingston, 
Jamaica, than is usual in such cases, and the 
circumstance encouraged the suspicion that 
the trip had purposely been delayed in carry- 
ing out the alleged impression of finefficiency in 
the vessel’s boilers. Ten days were consumed 
in making what is generally a five days’ trip. 

There may be an explanation of the delay by 
bad weather or adverse winds. The depart- 
ment people, in fact, look for some such solu- 
tion of the mystery. The Atlanta left Kingston 
on the 21st, and should have been at Greytown, 
Niearagau, in two days, ss the distance is only 
610 miles. Nothing has been heard of the 
ship since she left Kingston, three days ago. 

Some one ventured the explanation that the 
ship may be disabled in some manner, although 
the trouble ean hardly be serious. Commander 
Higginson, in his dispateh reporting his arrival 
at gston and date of departure for Grey- 
town, made no mention of disability, so every 
one is inclined to dismiss the theory that the 
ship is incapacitated. 

It is unfortunate for Commander Higginson 
just now that there is any such delay, for from 
this polntof view the failure to reach Grey- 
town contributes tothe general supposition in 
the department that he is deliberately avoiding 
prompt arrival at his destination. The matter 
is attracting more attention about the depart- 
ment than any other subject, and Commander 
Higginson’s explanation is awaited with in- 
terest.

OOVETED NEW-YORK , OFFIOES. 


Politicians from This State Anxious About 
Their Disposition. 





WASHINGTON, May 24.—For the first time ina 
fortnight the lobbies of the up-town hotels 
were comfortably filled with politicians to- 
night. New-York State was represented at the 
Arlington by Frederick A. Fuller and ©. 6. 
Weeks of Jamestown, who are here to look 
after the Coliectorship of Internal Revenue for 
the Twenty-eighth District, and John B. Riley 
of Plattsburg, who came yesterday to inquire 
about the Montreal Consul Generalebip, on 
which his eye has been centred since March 4. 
Mr. Fuller makes no secret of the fact that he 
is a candidate for the Collsctorship, now held 
by Charies E. Fitch of Rochester. The an- 
nouncement made in THe N&EW-YORK TIMES 
last week that Mr. Fitch had come to Washing- 
ton in connection with the charges made 
against his administration of the office, and the 
fact that James A. Hanlon of Medina, who also 
desires to succeed Mr. Fitoh, had started for 
this city as soon as he heard of Mr. Fitch's mie- 
sion, gave Mr. Fuller the idea that his best in- 
terests demanded a trip to Washington without 
delay. He will remain several days and’try to 
ascertain how the matter stands, - 

Mr. Fuller comes well indorsed for the Col- 
lectorship. He claims to have the united sup- 
port of the Democracy of bis own county of 
Chattauqua and of the leading Democrats of 
Livingston, Cattaraugus, and Alleghany Coun- 
ties. While Mr. Fuller was unwilling to discuss 
his chances of securing the position, Mr, Weeks, 
who is supporting his candidacy, said that his 
appointment would undoubtedly give satisfac- 
tion to a large proportion of the Democrats of 
Western New-York. Mr. Fuller, he said, had 
made one tight for the Administration in 
the northwestern corner of the State, and he 
ought to be rewarded with the Collectorship. 
The gentlemen will try to see the President 
and Becretary Carlisle before their start for 
home, Thus far they have been unable to get 
any light on the question whether Mr, Fitch is 
likely to be removed. Mr. Hanlon departed for 
home several days ago fully convinced that 
some time would elapse before the matter 
would be settied. Mr. Fitch’s term does not ex- 
pire for a year. 

Mr. Riley spent some time at the White House 
with the President to-day. Upon his return to 
the Arlington he was very non-commital. 
Should the Montreal position be bestowed upon 
another Demeorat it is believed that Mr. Cleve- 
land will seek to induce Mr. Riley to accept 
something else. 

Mr. John D. Kernan of New-York, the Chair- 
manof the May convention of last year, came 
here to-night with C. B. Benson, C. Spavely, 
and Charles Tremain of Oswego. The party regis- 
tered at the Shoreham. Mr. Kernan assured 
the correspondent of THk NEwW-YourkK Times 
that politics had nothing to do with his presence 
in the city. He said he expected to appear 
before the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
to-morrow in the case of Page and others 
against the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, New-York Central, and Michigan Central 
Railroad Companies, in which the question of 
classification is involved. 

Mr. Kernan had nothing to offer on the po- 
litical situation in New-York State. New- 
Yorkers who call upon the President come 
away without any definite knowledge of the 
time when he will begin to distribute the New- 
York patronage. Mr. Cleveland does not hesi- 
tate to discuss the situation with men whom he 
can trust, but be gives them the impression 
that he has not yet decided on his course with 
regard to the New-York offices. 1t is known 
that he has had the New-York Post Office in his 
wind of late, but so far he has not decided upon 
the man to take that responsible position.

MME, MATERNA’S RETURN. 


The Famous Dramatic Soprano Delights 
and Moves a Large Audience. 


The report that Mme. Amalia Materna’s voice 
is seriously impaired is absolutely false. Two 
years ago, when the great dramatic soprano 
sang Kundry at Baireuth, her voice was not in 
the best condition. She had been overworked, 
and her vocal organs revealed the results of the 
strain. After a long absence she has returned 
to America, and last night, at Music Hall, she 
made her reappearance at a concert given in 
aid of the Lisa Day Nursery and Fresh-Air 
Fund. She was in the company of Emil Fischer, 
the popular basso; Lillian Blauvelt, soprano; 
Charles Herbert Clarke, tenor, and the Sym- 
phony Orchestra, under Mr. Damrosch. 

lt was evident that no pains had been spared 
to make the occasion worthy in its artistic 
aspect, The programme was made up of selec- 
tions from the works of Wagner, and the only 
composer who can stand beside him without 
embarrassment, Beethoven. After the overture 
to ‘* Fidelio,” the quartet from Act I. was 
sung by the four vocalists. The * Leonore” 
overture, No. 3, completed the Beethoven part 
of the programme. The Wagner numbers of 
the monologue of Haus Sacks from Aet 1i. of 
“Die Meistersinger,” the death soenes of 
“Tristan und Isolde,” the narrative of Kundry 
from Act II. of “ Parsifal,”’ Siegfried’s Kkhine 
journey, the funeral march, and Briinnhilde’s 
immolation from *‘ Die GOtterdimmerung.” 

it will be seen that this programme was 
cumulative, 60 far as the labors of the principal 
singer were concerned. in the opening vocal 
nufaber she was notcalled upon for any great 
effort, but she revealed a fair measure of her 
present powers in the “Tristan” excerpt, and 
rose to the full neightof her greatness in the 
final selection. 

Itia not necessary atthis late day to define 
Mme. Materna’s position as a Wagner einger. 
She stands before the world as one of the ac- 
knowledged exponents of the nusic of Baireuthb. 
To the inner brotherhood of Wagnerites her 
reading of the “* Parsifal’’ scene, a selection 
wholly unsuited to the concert platform, was, 
from an intellectual Pag meee probably the 
most satisfactory work of the evening. It wus 
quite perfect in its dramatic justice and in its 
demonstration of the poetio verity of the Wag- 
nerian system. 

In vowal splendor it was, of cqurae, exceeded 
by the magnificent rendering of Briinnhilde’s 
last scene. In this Mme. Materna loosed the 
full resources of her voice and filled the audi- 
torlum with noble tone. Her delivery of the 
music was glorious jin its sweep of powerand in 
its depth of emotional expression. It moved 
every hearer’s heart, and called forth such a 
storm of enthusiasm as has not been known 
here since the last days of German opera, The 
great soprano plainiy enjoyed het yee gem and 
the audience quite as plainly rejoiced in the 
preservation of her splendid powers. 

Herr Fischer’s delivery of the monologue of 
Hanus Sachs was up to the level of the best work 
he has ever done here, and thatie saying a good 
deal. The other two singers acquitted them- 
selves creditably, while Mr. Damrosch and the 
orchestra did their work with abundant spirit, 
if notalways with requisite moderation. The 
audience was large, and, as has been intimated, 
enthusiastic. To-night Mme. Materna will be 
heard in Mendelssohn's ** Elijah.”

‘WHISKY TRUST PROPOSITIONS 
WERE REJEOTED, 


-Directors Said to Have Offered a Dis- 
count-—Protracted Meeting of the Board 
in Peoria—The Seceders in High Glee 
Over the Situation—Cattle Removed 
from the Feeding Sheds—Illinois Legis- 
lators Question the Attorney General 
About the Quo Warranto Proceedings. 


Prort, IL, May 24.—From all that can be 
learned the Directors of the Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding Company, in session here to-day, 
kept the telegraph wires hot trying to bring to 
a focus a scheme to raise money to tide the 
trust over its present alleged financial embar- 
rassment. 

Ths plan tried, it is eaid, was to offer goods at 
& discount, and it is also asserted there were no 
buyers. The result was that the Directors ad- 
journed until te-morrow, when they will make 
another effort to solve the dificult problem. 

Those present were President J. B. Green- 
hut, Vice President John Beggs, Nelson Morris, 
William N. Hobart, Lewis H, Greene, J. Walker 
Freiburg, and Secretary P. G. Hennessy. 

The meeting was held at the general offices of 
the company and lasted all day. All of the 
troublesome questions which have lately 
pressed themselves upon the trust, in- 
cluding the quo warranto proceedings 
and the withdrawal of six distillers, were 
taken up and discussed, but nofdefinite conclu- 
sion was reached except as to the quo warranto 
oase, which was to fight it as hard as possible. 
John 8. Stevens, general counsél for the con- 
cern, gave an opinion on that matter. It was 
substantially the same as that previously ex- 


pressed by Mr. Stevens. He told the Di- 
that, while he had some doubt 
as to what the result in the lower 
courts might be, there was “a higher court that 
was free from prejudice and political infiu- 
ences.” That would most certainly hold that 
the company was @ legal corporation and was 
doing business on a legal basis. 
President Greenhut was sustained in the at 
titude he had assumed toward the seceding 
distillery owners. The company does not con- 
cede thatthe Woolner, Francis, 8chwabacher, 
Easton, and Corning people own the houses 
that have been withdrawn, and aleo holds that 
they have no right to cancel the leases. 

The issue with the seceders will be avoided if 
possible until after the financial problem is set- 
tled, but Woolner and those associated with 
him do Rot propose to let the 
issue be sheived if they can help it, 
if their aetion to-day can be taken as an indi- 
cation. Mr. Woolmer served notice on the man- 
agement of the trust that one of his distilleries, 
or, rather, one of the distilleries under bis man- 
agement, would be closed up. 

It seems that all the slops at this distillery 
were exhausted to-day, and the oattie being fed 
there were shipped to Chicago by their owners. 
Mr. Woolner said to-night that when the cattle 
were taken out the gates were locked. No more 
feeding will be done at that place. 

“I’m in possession,” be said, ‘und I have the 
keys to my house. I only agreed to allow the 
materialin the process of manufacture to be 
worked off. That has been done, anda the cattle 
have been taken out, and the house has now 
been shut down. Others will be shut down in 
the course of a few days.” 

This is pushing the issue, and it may cause 
the trust further embarrassment, as the cattle- 
feeding contract, which is held by Nelson Mor- 
ris, does not expire until some time in June. 
The question is, whether be will look to the 
trust for damages under his contract. 

The secedere arein high glee to-night over 
the alleged failure of the Directory to raise 
money, and they are more confident than ever 
that the concern is tottering on its last pins. 

Mr. Greenhut had little to say to-night about 
the proceedings the meeting, and onl 
referred to what took place in genera 
terms. It is learned from a trustworthy 
source that distributing agents in New-York 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and san 
Franoisco were telegraphed offers of goods in 
bond ata discount. It is said the discount was 
over 1 cent on the dollar and that the Directors 
were unable to raise #1. 

The plan was to reduce the market price and 
force the sale of the large stogk now on hand. 
The American Distributing Company of New-

that they would like to get goods flat—that is, 
without the rebate—but were refused, 

The abolishment of the rebate system would 
deprive the trust of a large amount of money in 
the ordinary run of business. itis said that in 
the next thirty days something like $500,000 
in rebates will become due,

OANADA’S ROYAL SOOIETY, 


President Bourinot Speaks of the Objects 
It Has in View. 





Orrawa, Ontario, May 24.—The Royal Sool- 
ety of Canada, founded by the Marquis of 
Lorne, is in session here. Many distinguished 
literary men and scientists, including Sir Will- 
iam Dawson of Montreal and Prof. Virchow of 
Berlin, Germany, are in attendance. The hall 
of the Normal School was crowded this evening 
to hear Dr. Bourinot deliver his Presidential 
address on “ Our Intellectual Strength and 
Weakness.” 

There were three well-defined eras of devel- 
opment in the Dominion’s history, he said. 
First, there was the era of French-Canadian 
occupation, which in many respects had its he- 


roic and its picturesque features. Then, 
after the cession of New France to kng- 
land, came the era of political and 
constitutional struggle for a larger measure of 
public liberty, which ended in the esiabliah- 
ment of responsibie government about half a 
century ago. Then Iollowed that era which 
dated from the confederation of the Previnoes, 
an era of which the firat quarter of a century 
only had passed, and of which the signs were 
still full of promigg. 

The Royal Society of Canada, he said, was 
founded for the purpose of bringing together the 
French and English elements of the population 
for common study and the discussion of such 
subjects as might be proiitable to the 
Dominion, and at the same time develop 
the literature of learning and soclence as 
well as to combat any tendency toward polit- 
ical union with the United States. In conclud- 
ing, Dr. Bourinot said that in all probability the 
French language would continue into a far in- 
definite future to be that ofa large and influen- 
tial part of tbe population of Canada, and that 
it must consequently exercise a great influence 
in the culture and intellect of the Dominion.

He and His Men Beaten by Illegal Fish- 
ermen. 


NraGaRa Fats, N. Y., May 24.—A fierce 
fight took place on Tuesday night above 
the falls between Fish and Game Protector 
Charles Ripson and his men and a gang of 
illegal fishermen, mostly Canadians, who 
have been infesting the river forsome time.

Joe Kelly turned a “good thing” over when he 
‘won the fifth race, which was arun ofa mile anda 
sixteenth, from Nomad, who was the liveliest kind 


af favorite in the betting. Joo Kelly was ounce 
anore an outsider in“the speculation, but the best 
rice agaiust lum tuis time was 10 w 1 instead of 
OU 10 J, as when he won on ‘hursday last.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 24.—At the meeting of the 
stewards of the Grand Trotting Circuit here to-day 
dates for meetings were selected ss follows:

Resolved, That the meetings of the circuit be trot- 
ted under the rules of the National ‘rotting Associa- 
tion as they stand to-day, unless specified to the con- 
trary by auy member. 

Hesolved, That the Grand Cirouit oppose the pro- 
posed change in the present distance ruie as inim- 
ical to trotting sport, an unjust hardship to patrons 
of the turf who y extrance money, detrimental to 
the business ofthe association, productive of tame 
racing, thereby depriving the pubilo. who pay at the 
gate, of spirited and exciting contests amoug good 
tield of horses, in short, bad atall points aud a most 
unwise movement. 

Resolved, That the managers of any association 
desiring shorter distances may have them by adver- 
tising a special clause in the programme, but that we 
regard it as unjust and arbitrary to change the rule, 
making it vecessary for associations opposing the 
change to insert a special condition in their pro- 
gramme. 

esolved, That we deprecate the recognition of 
tin-cup records and favora rule making it necessary 
that horses to obtain records must be entered in 
class or stake races and obtain them in legitimate 
racing contests.

GREAT DAY FOR GLEN COVE 


OELEBRATION OF THE ANNIVER- 
SARY OF ITS FOUNDING. 





€wo Hundred and Twenty-five Years Since 
the First Settlement—Crowds of Visit- 
ors Witness an Industrial Parade and 
the Laying of a Schoolhouse Corner- 
atone—Plenty of Oratory and an Abun- 
dance of Music by the Village Band— 
Generous Lunch Served in a Grove. 


GLEN Cove, L. L, May 24.-—This has been & 
great day for Glen Oove. It has celebrated with 
due pomp and ceremony the two hundred and 
twenty-fifth anniversary of its foundation. 
There was an industrial parade in the morning, 
followed by the laying of the cornerstone of the 
mew schoolhouse. The land for this edifice, and 
one-half of the sum necessary “to erect it, was 
contributed by the late Charles Pratt. After & 
luncheon, exercises were held ata raised plat- 
form in the grove. 

Wher Glen Covers opened their eyes this morn- 
ing, they found the sun shining brightly. Then 
they went outdoors and found all the village 
gtores and many of the private dwellings gayly 
decorated with bunting—the old Starsand Stripes 


predominating, as was fitting. 

Before 8 o’clock several hundred strangers 
had drifted into town. They had comein all 
sorts of rigs, from family carryalls to big hay- 
ricks, but all the vehicles had been decorated 
with Ameriean flags. 

The early trains from the cities and neighbor- 
ing towns brought crowds. They were in holiday 
attire and prepared to have a good time. Among 
the earliest arrivals from New-York were 
twenty bunko men, provided with shell games, 
dice boxes, and practiced hands to relieve the 
sightscors of watches and pocketbooks. 

Fifteen Queens County policemen, under com- 
mand of Capt. Allen, also arrived early on the 
scene, and theyinterfered with the plans of the 
bunko men. The only loss reported to the police 
‘was that of a gold watoh stolen from William 
Green of Brooklyn. 

By 10 o’clock there were fully 3,000 people in 
town. It was then that the big industrial parade 
began. The order was as follows:

Then followed the floats representing the 
trades and business interests of the town. This 
‘was very imposing for Glen Cove, though of 
course everybody knew the butcher, the baker, 
and «roeer who stood in their respective wagons 
and in a =~ reg maintained the most 
solemn faces e their friemds in the throng 
that limed the streets greeted them with 
facetious remarks reflecting upon their per- 
sonal appearance. 

All roads seemed to lead to the new school- 
house—or, ratber, the foundations of it. By 11 
o'clock the ceremonies at that point were begun. 

It was a picturesque scene that greeted the 
eye of 8choolmaster Preston as he stepped upon 
the little raised platform near the cornerstone 
and prepared to. open the exercises. The sun 
was shining brightly, but not too fiercely. 
Among the hundreds of people in front of him 
were scores of happy-f achool children, 
blue-shirted Gremen, veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Hepublic, Odd Fellows in their 

wheelmen, kodak “fiends,” plain 
uniformed policemen, and swin- 
trom the metropolis. Principal Pres- 
fon stepped to the mt of the platform 
between two massive Ameriean flags in the 
bands of schoolboys and briefly welcomed the 
strangers within the gates. Then the band 
played, as only a village band can play. The 
members of it were all soloists, especially the 
man with the big drum. He gotin some power- 
ful licks,to-day, and the chances are tnat his 
right arm will be paralyzed to-morrow. 

The Rev. Samuel Maxwell offered up a pray- 
er and then Dr. James 8. Cooley made the in- 
troductory address. He spoke of the town's 
glorious past and the possivilities of the future 
and told all hands to enjoy themselves on this 
occasion. Then a cornetist ied the school 
children, who sang “ Columbia.” The placing of 
the copper-lined box of mementos followed. 

Irving Fancher, one of the boys who helda 
flag, spoke an appropriate sentiment on behalf 
of the school and proposed three cheers, which 
were heartily given. ©. R. Gruman laid the 
cornerstone with a silver trowel and appropri- 
ate remarks. C. M. Pratt, asonof the philan- 
thropist, spoke briefly. Then the band burst 
forth in what was afterward discovered to be 
the “ National Hyma.” 

It was now 1 o’clock, and all hands repaired 
to the grove, half a mile distant. There were 
scores of pretty girls present. An ideaof the 
lunch may be conveyed when it is said that it 
consisted of 10,000 sandwiches, 45 bushels of 
clams, 200 gallons of chowder, 600 cakes, and 
65 pounds or coffee. This was disposed of in 
less than two hours, and the exercises of an 
oratorical character followed. 

The Rev. Henry Aston prayed; the band, this 
time aided and abetted by the Sea Cliff Band, 
burst forth again, and then the orator of the 
day, William J. Youngs, was introduced. His 
address was carefully hn ge and interesting 
throughont. He reviewed the history of the 
town for 225 years and spoke of its glorious 
achievements. He said that the new school 
buliding would be an edifice to be proud of and 
that Glen Covers did well to celebrate. After 
Mr. Youngs came several toasts and more 
music. 

AtGo'’clock the day’s celebration was over, 
andithad passed without ainisbap or flaw. 
Allin ali it was a great day, and will bo remem- 
bered until’ the smallest school boy becomes 
the “ oldest inhabitant.”’ 

An ambitious woman made a loaf of bread for 
the bauquet weighing 150 pounds. It was put 
into a specially-built oven, and rose so that it 
touldn’t be taken out. 





Cooper Union Art Students’ Exhibit. 


The annual exhibition of art work by the art 
students of Cooper Union was opened last eve- 
ming with an informal reception which was at- 
tended by fully 2,000 persons. The building 
Was brilliantly illuminated throughout and 
decorated with flags and bunting.

DECLARES THE OHARGES ABSURD. 


At the Proper Time, the Rev. pr. Potter 
Says, He Will Show Their Falsity. 


A man of medium stature, stoutly built, look- 
ing much careworn, opened the door of the 
apartments on the second floor of 162 Becond 
Avenue yesterday afternoon, In response to 
the ring of a New-YorK Times reporter. His 
dark hair and mustache, slightly flecked 
with silvery wray, looked ragged and unkempt, 
as if he had spent asleepless night. ; 

It was the Rev. Dr. D. ©. Potter, against 
whom serious charges have been brought by 
the Tabernacle Baptist Churoh, over which he 
presides as pastor. When he was asked what 
statement he had to make upon the subject, in 
@ quiet, subdued tone of voice, he sald: 

“This is an anonymous attack, a blow struck 
inthe dark. Yes, strange though it may seem, 
the typewritten — against me, which L 
have only seen in the columns of the daily 
newspapers, are unsigned, and are not voucbed 
for. Thisis, of course, against all precedent. 
lf the committee of investigation, appointed 
by me at last night's meeting, were guided 
strictly by the rules of the Churoh manual, 





which are framed to deal with similar cases, it 
could forthwith throw them out as irregular 
and illegal. Every man has a legal right to 
know the name or names of his accusers. 

“But I would not permit the committee to 
take such a course. [insist upon the fathering 
of these charges upon the man or men who have 
formulated them and at whose instance they 
have been presented and made public, Only 
cowards whose cause is without supporting 
evidence fight anovuymously. I mean, however, 
‘to force these men outof their hiding places 


stantiate them if they can. 

“That is the first step to be taken, and when 
the proper time comes I shall talk and meet 
these absurd charges one by one. lam not in 
the least afraid as to the outcome of the affair. 
Of course, I am very sorry that sueh a scandal- 
ous matter should have been made public, but I 
cannot help it.” 

“Is it a fact, Doctor, that you own the yacht 
Sunbeam, as charged !”’ was asked. 

“If thatis so, [ don’t know it,” was the re- 
ply. “Ionly wish I did. I would quickly con- 
vert it into cash and liquidate what few liabili- 
ties I have. My burden of indebtedness is 
owing to my zeal in the advancement of church 
affaire, but [shall discharge it in due course, 
aud am and have been for along time past re- 
duoing it.”’ 

“ Cannot you now refute some of the charges 
which have been published ?”’ 

* Ag I have said before, this is not the proper 
time. But, toshow you the absurd nature of 
the eharges, I wiil give you one instance. I am 
acoused of having embezzied the Denike Fund 
of several thoussnd dollars. 1 can take you 
right now to the man who has the custody of 
the church safe. He can produce the seourities 
and bends for the investment of the fund, 
which was made years ago. The investment of 
the funds was made by special resolution of the 
Elders and Trustees of the church. So you see 
how absurd this particular charge is.” 

The Rev. James W. Putnam, who resigned 
his assistant pustorship of the church on Tues- 
day night, refused to speak of the affair, save 
to say that he was now oulya lay member of 
the church. 

It was stated by a church member that 
Deacon Hiall, Mr. Putnam, Mr. Hardie, and J. 
H. Kiser, the latter the President of the Board 
of Trustees, were all ready and willing to sign 
the charges presented if the investigating com- 
mittee required it to be done. It was also 
stated that they were prepared to bring evi- 
dence fully to prove the charges These gentle- 
men, however, refused to talk. 


BROOKLYN BRIDGE ANNIVERSARY, 


Statistics as to Its Work and Income 
Since It Was Opened. 





Yesterday was the tenth anniversary of the 
opening of the Brooklyn Bridge, and two wee 
flags were raised on the top of the piersin 
honor of the occasion. The train dispatchers’ 
office atthe Brooklyn terminus was decorated 
with star-spangled banners and crayon litho- 
graphs of George Washington and Christopher 
Columbus. 

In‘order that the surprised passengers might 
understand the meaning of the unusual display 
of bunting on such a conspicuous place, a board 
was nailed to the building and labeled, “ Tenth 


anniversary of the opening of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, 1883-1893.” 

“Why did you raise such small flags on the 
towers!’ asked the reporter of Superintendent 
Martin. ‘‘Can’t the bridge afford larger ones !”’ 
«Those are storm flags,” replied Mr. Martin. 
“The wind blewagale up there this morning, 
and had we raised our large flags they would 


“have been torn into shreds.” 


Mr. Martin, inreply to a request for some 
bridge statistics, m this statement: 

“The bridge cars began operating Sept. 24, 
1883, and since then have carried 280,000,000 
passengers. Not a life has been lost. The 
receipts of the bridge in the ten years have been 
about $10,000,000, or about ove-half the cost of 
the structure up to the present time. 

**In 1885 the monthly passenger traffic rose 
from 800,000 in January to 1,700,000 in De- 
cember. In 1892, 3,300,000 passengers used 
the cars in the heaviest month of the year for 
ordinary travel—December. The month of Octo- 
ber, 1892, when the Columbian festivities were 
in progress, nearly 3,600,000 passengers were 
carried over the bridge. 

“The week of the Columbian celebration the 
capacity of the bridge trains was severely test- 
ed. During that week 3,936 trains were run, 
employing 14,691 cars and carrying 1,099,957 
passengers. On Wednesday of that week—Oct. 
12—697 trains were run and 223,625 passengers 
were carried.’’ 

About 4,500,000 persons avall themselves of 
the privilege of a free walk across the river 
each year. 

When the bridge was first opened it owned 
little real estate in Brooklyn, but it now 
controls the property between Sands and 
Tillary Streets and Washington and Fulton 
Streets. This property, which was shrewdly 
purchased, is worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. That the bridge will eventually ex- 
tend to City Hall Square in Brooklyn is a fore- 
gone conclusion. 


WILL IGNORE THE DECREE, 


Mr. Neame Declares the Court Had No 
Jurisdiction in His.Wife’s Divorce Suit. 





A most extraordinary document was filed 
yesterday in the Clerk's office of the Superior 
Coart by the attorneys of Douglas J. Neame, 
who was recently divorced by his wife, Leila 
Olyve Neame. Atthe time the divorce decree 
was granted, Mr. Neamo gave notice of appeal. 
In the document filed yesterday through his 
lawyers, Parrish & Pendleton, he states that he 
desires to “withdraw his notice of appeal,” and 
that he intends to take no further notice of the 
decision of the court, on the ground that it had 
“no jurisdiction to pass upon any issue con- 
ne marriage ” between himself and his 
wife. e therefore deciares thatthe judgment 
of divorce entered against him is “null and 
void. 

The reason why Mr. Neame comes to this con- 
clusion is that he isan Englishsubject. He was 
married in ingland, he says, and his wife, when 
she married him, beeame an English subject and 
acquired an English domicile. 

At the time the report of Referee Henry E. 
Howland, to whom Mrs. Neame’s suit was sont 
for a hearing. was tiled, Mr. Neame says he 
made “a written protest to the court,” alleging 
lack of jurisdiction, but notwithstanding this, 
judgment was given against him. 

“For the above reasons,”’ concludes the affi- 
davit, *‘I have decided not to take any other step 
to prepare any case On appeal or take any other 
proceedings.” 

At the time the divorce suit againet Mr. 
Neame was begun, it attracted attention on 
account of the prominence of the parties con- 
cerned. Mrs. Neame is the daughter of W. H. 
Henriques, a well-known broker, and in the 
cross bill filed by the husband he named several 
well-known club men as co-respondents. There 
was talk at the time of a duel between Mr. 
Neame and Mr. Ellison, whom Mrs. Neame, it 
was said, Was to marry as s00n as she got her 
decree.

THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 





Public Prophecy to This Effect Made at 
the Tuesday Night Prayer Meeting — 
The Great Event to Take Place in This 
Decade — What Will Happen Afterward 
the Deacon Does Not Undertake to Say 
—To Those Who Question Him He Says 
**Read Isaiah.” 


Perfect joy, as Isaiah says, is rare indeed, and 
no cloud has a silver lining on both sides. Th 
truth of these good old adages 1s coming ho 
with double force tothe Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage’s flock. Pastor Talmage’s congregation 
had just wiped ont a big blook of its indebted- 
ness, and things were beginning to look par- 
ticularly lovely ahead, when, lo and behoid! 
up popped Deacon Albert Wadhams with the 
melancholy prophecy that the world was com- 
ing to an end within ten years. 

This would be somewhat “rough” on the 
three-hundred-thousand-dollar Tabernacle, be- 
cause it was built to last 200 years at least, and 
it would likewise be disheartening to the cred- 
itors, who settled with Brother Talmage's finan- 
cial board at 23 cents on the dollar, since they 
would not be able to make up their losses on 
other jobs before the world should be rolled up 
like a soroll and they numbered with the dead. 

Deacon Wadbams, as near as can be learned, 
did not make any protest against spending so 
much money for astructure that would slide 
into eternity in a decade, but withheld his 
prophecy until after the settlement with the 
oreditors. 

The Deacon's prophecy made its first public 
appearance on Tuesday night, at the Tabernacle 
prayer meeting, and it’s utterance aroused a 
sensation which has since spread through Dr. 
Talmage’s congregation. 

Louis Klopach was to lead Tuesday night’s 
prayer meeting, but was kept away, and, after 
waiting twenty minutes,some one called on 
Deacon Wadhame to lead.

Mr. Crandall wanted to know which he had 
better doin the brief time at his disposal—spend 
his time in watching and praying or do good.

THE SYNOD’'S WORK FINISHED, 


Reports Heard and Assignments Made— 
Thanks to ‘The Times.” 


AT 








The concluding session of the General Synod 
of thé Reformed Presbyterian Chureh was held 
yesterday morning in the Twelfth Street 
Church. 

The Rev. 8. M. Ramsey was appointed to take 
charge of the church in Los Angeles, Cal., for 
one year. The following disposition of minis- 
terial “supplies” for the year was made: The 
Rey. John Boyle was referred to the care of the 
Northern Presbytery; the Rev. John Alford, 
the Rev. 8. R. Kerr, the Rey. 8. R. Stormont, 
and D. Murdock, to the Executive Committee; 
the Rey. Boyd McCullough to the Western Pres-/ 
bytery; J. H. MoClure, during June ana July, 


to the Northern Presbytery, and to the Western 
Presbytery during August and September, and 
the Rev. 5. M. Peebles was assigned to Min- 
neapolis and the Western fresbytery. 

The report of the Trustees of the Theological 
Seminary in Philadelphia was received and 
discussed. Dr. 8. B. W. McLeod spoke of the 
advisability of providing a suitable building 
for the seminary, thereby investing the institu- 
tion with some degree of the pubito dignity to 
which its age and usefulness entitled it, and 
deprecated any further efforts on the part of 
the Trustees toward gaining legal authority 
tor the conferring of degrees. 

“The University of Pennsylvania can well be 
left to care for those matters,” he said. “1 
believe that if the Synod does not authorize 
the Trustees to take steps to raisea building 
fund and to amplify the library the result will 
be a continual decrease in the interest felt in 
the work of the seminary, and that we shall be 
losing an opportunity to strengthen the semi- 
nary and the Church.” 

The Synod approved the report of the com- 
mittee without embodying the special features 
urged by Dr. McLeod. 

Reports of various minor committeess were 
received aud approved anda number of com- 
plimentary resolutions passed, among them one 
expressing *‘ the thanks of the General Synod 
to the press of New-York, and particularily to 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES, forits careful and de- 
tailed reports of the proceedings of the Synod.” 
After the last business had been transacted, 
Moderator Alford declared the Synod adjourned 
until next May. 


WANTED A OHANCE TO DEFEND, 


Denial of Mrs. Palmer’s Request for Retrial 
of a Divorce Suit. 





Justice Pratt, in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday, handed down a decision deny- 
ing the motion of Mrs, Annie E. Palmer to open 
the judgment taken in the suit for absolute 
divorce brought against her by Warren C. Palmer. 
Mrs. Palmer did not defend the suit at the in- 
quest on Dec. 7, and she wanted the judgment 
opened so that she could have another chance 
of defense. 

In her affidavit she declared that her husband 
promised her $1,000 or condition that she 


would make no defense to his suit. She said 
he also promised her the custody of their three- 
year-old daughter Welda, but when the final de- 
cree was entered she found that her husband 
had secured for himself the custody of their 
ig and Mra. Palmer were married Sept. 

The husband alleged when the divorce suit 
Was on and also during the pendency of the mo- 
tion denied yesterday that his wife began to be 
unfaithful toward him in the Summer of 1892. 
She remuined away from home for long periods, 
he declared, frequently became intoxicated and 
neglected her two children, and finally told him 
that she would compel him to sue for a divorce. 

A number of co-respondents were uamed by 
the husband, and many letters froin the wife to 
other men were putin evidence. One addressed 
to Robert C. Hilliard, the actur, runs as follows: 

MY DARLING Ros: I have hardly been able to con- 

ain myself the last two or three days, and have 
played a rather deep game, too; but never mind, will 
make it up Sunday; and it seems such an age since [ 
saw you. I can hardly contain myself until to-mor- 
row. Ever yours, ANN 

Another letter, addressed to J. Wesley Rosen- 
quest, manager of the Bijou Theatre, is full of 
aliectionate phrases. It mildly upbraids Mr. 
Rosenquest for having failed to keep an ap- 
pointment at the Fourteenth Street Theatre. 
One of similar tenor was written to H, A.

Mrs. Palmer denies all her husband’s allega- 
tions and the authorship of the letters. Her 
only relations with the men he names as co- 
respondents she declares were of a business 
character.

HIS PROTEST AGAINST THE EN- 
TERTAINING OF THE APPEAL, 


The Presbyterian General. Assembly as a 
Judicial Court—Dr. Birch Opens the 
Argument for the Appellants—A Case 
that Must Be Heard by the Highest 
Court—Prof. Briggs Says the Form of 
the Appeal Is Invalid and There Is No 
Appeal from a Verdict of Acquittal. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—In anticipation of s 
erowd to hearthe Briggs case, officers of the 
Assembly and of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments prepared to handle it equitably and 
Satisfaoctorily. 

The pulpit and space in front were reserved 
for the officers of the Assembly, parties to the 
case, Chairmen of the various committeos in 
eonnection with the meeting of the Assembly, 
@x-Moderators, and Elders over eighty years 
eld. The last five pews in the body of the 
ehureh were given over to visitors, clergymen 
preferred, and the gallery to ladies, who were 
not admitted tothe main floor. Every bit of 
available seating and standing room was occu- 
pied. 

At 2:15 P. M. Prof. Briggs came up the central 
aisle andtooka seat opposite and only afew 
feet distant from Dr. Birch, Chairman, and 
Elder McCook, member of the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee. The other members of the committee— 
the Rev. Mesars. J. J. Lampe and R. F. Sample 
and Elder J. J. Stevenson—were also present. 

As he took his seat Dr. Birch leaned forward 
and remarked to the professor: 

* Cooler than it was yesterday.” 

“ Yes, yes,” responded Prof. Briggs. 

Later, when discussing the order of proceed- 
ing, it was stated that Dr. Bireh would open 
for the prosecution and Elder McCook close. 

“Tam glad of that,” said the profossor. 
Dad rather you would have the close.” 

Accompanying Prof. Briggs as counsel or 
friends were Dr. Frazer of Newark, a Trustee 
of Union Seminary; Elder 8 M. Cutcheon of 
Detroit, and Prof. Francis Brown, one of his 
a@ssociates in the seminary. 

As soon as Moderator Craig convened the 
Assembly as a court, the Rev. George DL. Baker, 

Chairman, reported that the Judicial Committee 
unanimously recdmmended that the Prosecut- 
ing Committee be allowed one hour to open its 
ease; that five hours be given to Prof. Briggs, 
and that the committee be given two hours in 
which to close, to be extended, if desired, to 
four hours. 

As Dr. Briggs ascended the platform the 
quiet of the vast audience was intense. His 
remarks were but preliminary and his opening 
@entence was spoken with a distinctness that 
penetrated the entire house. He said: 

“I regret to come before you in this hot weather 
with a request for more time. The importance of 
the sabject, however, requires it, and Iam glad the 
committes has conceded it. { will shorten it so far 
asican. My argument on the basis of the printed 
appeal will consume four and a half hours, and [ 
have allowed myself a haif hour in which to reply to 
guy argument which I may not have anticipated.” 

Dr. Briggs then went on tosay that he hada 
Bumber of complaints now before the New- 
York Syzod and still more to be presented to it, 
and he thought he ought to have the permis- 
sion to have them read the same as was given, 
as he asserted, to the otherside. With the un- 


derstanding that he would be permitted to have 
them printed, Dr. Briggs said that he would not 
tire the Assembly in reading them nqw. 

The Assembiy thus having given Dr. Briggs 
allhe had asked, the Kev. Dr. W. F. Birch, 
Chairman of the Prosecuting Committee, took 
the floor. He said there an exceedingly sug- 
gestive comparison between the action of the 
Apostolic Council with respect to the appeal of 
Paul and Barnabas, and this appeal of the Com- 
mittee of Prosecution. The Apostolic Council

* entertained the appeal of Paul and Barnabas,

and sustained it by sending down a decree to 
the Charch of Antioch, which defined the limits. 
of Christian liberty of those Gentiles who might 
be admitted to church membership. 

The General Assembly entertained the appeal 
of the Committee of Prosecution and sent down 
a decree to the Presbytery of New-York defin- 
ing the limits of its liberty with respect to this 
ease. The decree of the General Assembly or- 
dered the Presbytery to try the case upon its 
merits,and gave it liberty to amend the indict- 
mnent in accordance with the general nature of 
thesame. Thus, the Presbytery was free only 
to examine the charges, weigh the testimony, | 
and decide to sustain or not sustain. The 
decree of the General Assembly was not

ite own proper func- 
tion as a trial court by recording its 
unwillingness to express its approval of the 
critical or theological views which were the 
basis of the charges. The Presbytery acquitted 
the defendant on the ground that, although he 
might deny that Moses wrote the law which 
the Gentile Christians observed, although there 
‘were cases where Church and reason could do 
what the Bible could not do—enable a man to 
find God—yet that such statements did not 
tranegress the limits of liberty allowed under 
the constitution of the Presbyterian Chureh to 
scholarship and opinion. Dr. Birch continued: 


“The decree of the Apostiic C ouneill tanght the 
Geniile Christians that purity was the absolute con- 
dition of peace. So that when the question was be- 
tween purity and loss of concord the former was to 
be erred to the Jatter. The decree of the Gen- 

Assembly taught the New-York Presbytery the 
®ame thing, but the final judgment of the inferior 
ge Nene permet Suscuaseant, and dis- 

effort to reach peace by a compromise with and 
a toleration of error. 

“* We are here to invoke this supreme conrt to put 
end to the dissention and disputation which the 
ew- York Presbytery vainly endeavored to silence, 
first by the dismissal of the case against Dr. Briggs, 
and, second, by the acquittal of Dr. Briggs, qualify- 
ing both the dismissal ana the acqaittal by the posi- 
tive disclaimer of any approval of the controverted 
Statements of the inaugural address as to critical 

Or theological views and manner of expression. 

“The form in which the final judgment of the 
Reeser tery was returned gives the impression that 
the ged errors of Prof. Briggs were unimportant 
and that no essential doctrine had been contradicted. 
There has been a tendency to minimize the full force 
ofthe indictment. The errors charged are funda. 
mental. The charges relate: 

 £iret—To the question as to the supreme and only 

ty in matters of faith and practice. 

“ Second—To the question a8 tothe inerrancy or 
truthfulness of the inspired word of God, 

“ Thtrd—To the historical validity of the Old Tes- 


tament. 

~ Fourth—As tothe fulfillment of Messianic predic- 
tion—a question of supreme im portance in its bear- 
ipg upon the view which is taken of thé trathful- 
mess of Scripture and of the trathralness of God. 

“ £Uth, and lastiy—7 here is the doctrine of redemp- 
tion, concerning which it has been alleged that Prof. 
Briggs'’s teachings have been especially erroneous 
aud hurtful, put which could only be partially tried 
in the lower court. 

“Here is a series of errors covering the whole 
fondamental structure of our faith. Itis a question 
_—, doctrinal, and therefore of universal impor- 

ce so far as Presbyterianiem is concerned. It 
an bo finally settled by no Presbytery or Synod, but 
yay the decision of the Presbytery and Church 
in ite highest court. 


In reply to the argument that an appeal can- 
mot be taken from «# verdict of acquittal, Dr. 
Birch said that this was equivalent to a claim 
that a part of the Churcli.was greater than the 
whole. He said: 


“The sitting of this venerable court to-day in this 
city as the capital of the Nation is due to the faci 
that it took treasure and blood to establish the truth 
that such a doctrine in our political system was 
nothing else than treason against the Government. 
So dees this eourt know that he who teaches that 
the power of the General Assombly can be nullified 
by the will of a singie Presbytery jifte the banner of 
treason against the Presbytery and Oburch.” 


Dr. Birch then went on to say that of those 
who had supported Dr. Briggs, whether from 

alpit, press or seminary, not one in one hun- 

red would subscribe to the inaugural address, 
all of which proved that Dr. Briggs did not 
properly represent the fundamental theologival 
opinions of the Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. Birch concluded his address by referring 
to the statement that had been made that the 
Presbyterian Churoh was justified In tolerating 
what in other churches is called broad church 
principles, in dotiance of the teachings of Holy 
Scripture and church standards. He concluded: 

“ With all respect to the accused in this case, I am 
ready to say that hie personal interest is as nothing 
in com parison to the iptwreat of the Church in whose 
mame he has been teaching. The question, “hat is 
really Presbyterian doctrine is to be answered, not 
for ourselves alone, but tur all American Vresby- 
terians, both now and for some years to come, aid 
must be auewered by the whole Church. Hence 
your appellant, as the svokesman of hundreds of 
thousands of Preebyterians, in the name of law and 
order, of denominational ioyaity, of Scripture pre- 
cept, apd Biblical example, in the name of the 
historic orthudox, evangelical, constitutional, mis- 
sionary Presbyterian branch of the Church, beseeches 
this venerable court to bless the Church and the 
world, and to exercise its authority ina crisis 80 
momentous as to make overy piea for a delay of 
judgment outof order. Thus your honoravie body 

* ow eoeoees our communion from what one of your 
pum . Dr. Herrick Johnson, has calied the peril 
of a broadness that would empty our souls of con- 
Viction and our lives of victory.” 

At 3:15 o’elock Dr. Briggs arose to reply to 
the opening of the Prosecuting Committee and 
to protest against the entertaining of the appeal 
by the General Assembly. 

He stated the question and quoted the law 
Which prohibite the employment of professional 
counsel in such cases, saying that, if permitted

done. Thies situation was one that was forced 
upon him by the Book of Discipline, which made 
it necessary for him to rise above personal con- 
siderations and to appear as the attorney for 
Dr. Briges. 

The question before the Assembly was Not, 
he said, whetuer or not Dr. Briggs’s teachings 
were proper, but whether or not the appeal 
could be Jawfully entertained, The law of the 
case at this stage forbade the consideration of 
its merits, and he expressed regret that the 
prosecution had not observed this Jaw. The 
same law constrained the Commissioners or 
judges not to consider the controversies in 

gre at = time, -_ simply to determine 
the legality of the appe 

The first thing to be decided was whether the 
form of the appeal was correct, not whether 
any matters existed which might justify the 
sustaining of the appeal. If there was any 
want of form or detail in the appeal, the Gen- 
eral Assembly could not lawfully take jurisdic- 
tion. 

Was the appeal, then, Dr. Briggs asked, an 
appeal from tue final judgment of the Presby- 
tery of New-York! + 

The interpolation of the word “decision” in 
the appeal meant either redunancy, which 
marred its form, or something in addition to 
the final judgment, in which latter case it was 
invalid. The language of the appeal obviously 
included something beside the final judgment 
of the Presbytery; for it referred to actions and 
decisions of the Presbytery, and until this ex- 
traneous matter had been taken out of the ap- 
peal, Dr. Briggs claimed, the General Assembly 
could not entertain it. The law prescribed that 
the final judgment could contain nothing else 
than the vote of the Presbytery and the reasons 
therefor. There was much besides this in the 
appeal which must be removed before it could 
be entertained. Te reservation of approval of 
the teachings of Dr. Briggs, quoted by the ap- 
pellauts, was no part of the final judgment 
and could not lawfully be appealed from. 

The decision of the ’resbytery to dismiss the 
Prosecuting Committee formed no part of the 
final judgment, and could not, therefore, be ap- 
pealed from. It might only be complained of. 
And so of the counsel, advice, and exhortation 
given by the Presbytery. They were given in 
its episcopal capacity, and the only relief there- 
from was by appeal to the Synod of New-York. 
Even if the Presbytery had been in error in all 
these particulars, said Dr. Briggs, it was not 
his province to discuss that. It had no bearing 
on the case. It was his duty, however, to point 
out the fact that because they were includedin 
the appeal it was invalid. 

Dr. Briggs asserted, in the next place, that 
the tinal judgment of the Presbytery in his case 
was really declared by the Moderator of the 
New-York Presbytery on Deo. 30, 1892, and 
from that appeal should be taken, it from any 
action of the Presbytery, and not from action 
on Jan. 9, 1893. He was not to be exposed to 
the perl! that lay in ao possible change of the 
composition of the body in the interim, nor put 
in jeopardy a second time because ofa mistake 
by the court which tried him ata date subse- 
quent to that ou which a final judgment was 
really delivered. If any man thought these ob- 
jections were puerile and technical let him put 
himeelf in his place. Why should he wave avy 
of his rights when the prosecution was endeav- 
oring to take his ecclesiastical life? 

The second ground upon which the appellee 
opposed the entertaining of the appeal was that 
it was a well-established principle of law that a 
public prosecutor could not appeal from 4 ver- 
dict of acquittal. The defendant was acoused 
of heresy, and Dr. Briggs sketched the legal 
and ecclesiastical definitions of heresy and the 
hietory of the manner of dealing withit. The 
punishment of the crime of heresy may not de- 
prive a man of bis life, limb, or liberty; but the 
punishment might afiect or destroy a man’s 
ecclesiastical life, and it therefore became a 
pertinent question whether or not a man should 
be twice piaced in jeopardy of his ecclesiastical 
life after having been ~w tried and acquitted. 

Upon the question of the standing of a man 
charged with the crime of heresy, Dr. Briggs 
quoted, sarcastically, the expression of a mem- 
ber of the Assembly, used in an article he had 
written to prepare his brethren for considering 
this case in a Christian and judicial frame of 
mind, thatif any man found himself teaching 
views in opposition to those of a majority of 
the Presbyterian Church, he was in honor bound 
to leave the Church. He said, in substance: 
“This isnot a question of majority, but of law and 
olright. Any attempt of a majority of the Church 
to exact from a brother, @ minister, or a teacher 
anything more than what is ye by the consti. 
tutional standards may be good club law, but it is 
not good ecclesiastical jaw. An enforcement of this 
principle will be fraught with the most dangerous 
results. Whenever was the Church reformed or re- 
tired by the will or act of the majority? 

** Majorities have always been opposed to change or 
improvement, and to enforce their rule is to make 
itimpossible for the Church to rectify error. Fors 
Presbyterian minister, therefore, who felt called to 
preach the Gospel, or who's for a great princi- 
le, there Was no course open but to remain in fel- 
owship with the Church until deposed after trial. 
‘‘A much more fundamental question is at stake 
thau.any priveiple of iaw or doctrine that has yet 
been discussed. That is whether the Presbyterian 
Church shall be considered as a merely voluntary 
Teiigious society or a Church of Jesus Christ. it is 
the civil law of the land that no man shail be twice 
tried for the same offense. The New-York Presby- 
tery, under orders of the General bly, tried 
br Briggs for the crime of heresy and acquitted 
him. Is the Presbyteriau Church ready to ignore or 
violate that well-settled prinaiple,fo by centuries 
of observation and experience to be essential to the 
wellbeing of the people, without good and sufliciont 
cause? it is true the Church does not punish a min- 
ister in his physical being, but to depose a minister, 
io deprive him of his eccleaiastical life, is to intiiot a 
punishment far «more cruel than that permitted in 
civil courts.” 
Dr. Briggs then discussed thelaw of appeals. 
This, he asserted, could be invoked only wy par- 
ties original to the case, and aggrieved parties. 
The new Book of Discipline did not contain the 
word serves. he admitted, but in spirit the 
right of appeal was contined to those who were 
aggrieved. Was a prosecuting committees such 
an aggrieved party as to warrant it in appeal- 
ing from an adverse judgment! ‘The case 
against the defendant was nota litigation be- 
tween two private parties; and the right of ap- 
peal inherent in one personally aggrieved 
could not be claimed by a public prosecutor. 

The tendency of practice everywhere and at 
all times had been to substitute the public 
wrong for private wrong, until the latter had 
been almost wholly submerged in the ocean of 

ublic wrongs. In this regard ecclesiastical 

aw had developed more slowly than had oivil 
law. Private prosecutors were still permitted 
to prosecute before Church tribunals, with the 
risk of being punished should they fail to estab- 
lish the charges againpet a brother or a church. 
In such a case the right of appealinhbered to the 
losing prosecutor, if he could show that he was 
an aggrieved party. 

But in this case the Prosecuting Committee 
could not claim the right of appeal as a private 
presevutor and then shield themselves as a 
public prosecutor behind the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States from the conse- 
quences of a prosecution for slander, which was 
permitted under the Book of Discipline. 
The committee bad no right of appeal, 
and an appeal by such a committee could 
not be entertained by the General As- 
sembly without a violation of ali Church 
law and precedent. To entertain such an ap- 
peal would be for the Assembly to enter into 
conflict with all experience and to perpetrate a 
wrong which no court in the land would refuse 
to right. The Prosecuting Committee in this 
case could suffer no grievance, except vicari- 
ously. If they should feel chagrined at the re- 
sultof their labors, let them remember that 
they were not appointed to convict, but merely 
to prepare the case for trial. 

In pursuing the » S under the conditions 
that existed, said Dr. Brigzs, the committee 
laid themselves open to the imputation of being 
inalignantly prejudiced against the defendant 
and open to the suspicion that they had no 
grievance except the grievance of defeat. He 
continued: 

“It is claimed by some that the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States in America sulfered a 
grievance by the final judgment of the Presbytery 
of New-York. But when did it ever occur that 
the public prosecutor was entitled to appeal be- 
cause, in his opinion, &® majority of the people were 
not satistied with the Verdict! Itis a common mis- 
take to say thatthe Presbyterian Church is respon- 
sible for all the doctrines of its ministers. he 
Presbyterian Church is responsible for its consti- 
tution and its constitutional rules, and for them 


alone. 

“ If it were lawful to appeal every case of doctrine 
and law brought before the court of the Presbytery, 
it would. compel the General Assembly to finally ae- 
termine all these doctrinal and legal questions. If 
this appeal should be sustained, it would become an 
unfortunate precedent which would be followed by 
pablic prosecutors hereafter, who would in many 
cases, if not most cases, magnify thelr office and bring 
differences of opinion before the supreme ovurt of the 
Cnurch,end thus establish anew aud easy way for am- 
bitious litigants to secure authoritative decisions of 
the General Assembly in many mutters of faith aud 
morals, of life and work, which are now regarded as 
legitimate matters of private opinion; and thus im- 

eril the cunstitation by an unending seriva of 
eresy trials and resulting changes in tne doctrine 
and the law of the Presbyterian Church. 

** Furthermore itis not altugether certain that the 
decision of the General Assembly, sitting as a court 
in a judicial case, can finally determine questions of 
doctrine or morals. [tis possible that a majority of 
the General Assembly — make an uucenstitu- 
tional decision and that there might be a series of 
decisions of questions of doctrine and morals in 
coutravention of the doctrinal and ecolesiastical 
siandards. What course should a Syno.l, ora Pres. 
bytery, or @ minister pursucin such a case! ‘They 
might be justified in saying, ‘We rofuse to submit 
to the decisions of this uurightecus majority. Woe 
shall continue to maintain our cunstitutione! rights. 
in the next heresy trial we look fora righteous ver- 
dict.’ As our Confession says: 

“*AU Synods or Councils since the Aposties’ time, 


erred; therelore, they are not to be made the rule of 
faith or practice, but to be used as a help in both.’ 

* Unless the high court of the General Assembly 
should act in strict accordance with the forms of 
law aud upon the constitution of the Church, ani 


Scripture and our national Constitution, it would be 
no rebellion if the minority in the Church oontinued 
the struggle against unrighteousness and wrong, 
hoping for better times, The General Assembly can- 
notilawfully revise or amend the constitution by 
tinal judgments in heresy trials. 

“The court is for discipline, not for government; 
for trials of law, not for definitions of faith and 
morals. The public prosecutors are pushing the 
Presbyterian Charch into avery inconsistent and 
dangerous position, They aro endeavoring to secure 
new definitions of dogma = Pope judgment in a 
heresy trial, when they ought to alin to secure them 
by overtures in accordance with the provisions of 
the form of government. Theform of government 
prescribes their path, not the Book of Disoipline,” 

Dr. Briggs spoke ap hour and a half, and then, 
at 4:50, yielded for # motion to adjourn,

FOREIGN MISSION WORK. 


The Principal Report to the General As- 


sembly Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—At the morning ses- 
sion of the Presbyterian General Assembly to- 
day, Dr. Young’s sessional report from the 
Committee on Bills and Overtures, as to the 
distribution of overtures among the several 
committees, went through without objection. 
Bixty evertures relating to new creeds and 
twenty proposing changes in the present Confes- 
sion of Faith were sent to the Committee on 
Bills anc Overtures for answer. 

The Committee on Aid to Colleges recom- 
mended that $150,000 be raised this year for 
this cause, and that the proposition of Mr. 
Arthur Brown togive 100 acres of landin Salt 
Lake City as a site for the location of the 


* Westminster College of Utah,” be respectfully 
declined. The recommendations were adopted. 

Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago then pre- 
sented the reportof the Committee on Foreign 
Miesions. Among the recommendations, the 
most important were as follows: 

That this year the Church aim at a total of $1,250,- 
000 as a contribution to the cause. 

That a forward movement be undertaken, extend- 
ing the work. 

That the first week in Maroh, 1894, be set apart as 
a week of prayer. 

That the determination of the board be approved, 
to =n allmen who apply and prove to be 
qualitie 

That an amendment to the charter of the board be 
sought ofthe Legislature of New-York, by which 
the buard shall be made to consist of twenty-one 
members, tobe > by the General Assembly; 
this number may be increased or diminished by the 
Assembly, with the provision that Trustees now in 
office serve out the terms for which they were 
chosen, 

In the discussion of the report, Robert E. 
Speer, the young Assistant Secretary of the 
board, made his first address to the General 
Assembly. The Rev. J. J. Lucas of Allahabad 
Presbytery, India, suggested the form of a call 
to prayer, issued by the Synod of India, as a 
substitute for the recommendation of the com- 
mittee for a week of prayer, as follows: 

“We ask our brethren throughont the world to join 
with us in dally prayer that a spirit of constant, im- 
portunate prayer and supplication may be given to 
every member of Christ's body the world over, to 
the end tha} the Spirit may be poured out on all 
tiesh; that borers may be separated by the Hol 
Ghost and sent forth by Him to the work to whic 
He has called them, and that ‘BY! our Lord and 
Saviour may see of the travail of His soul and be 
satisfied, His will being done on earth as in heaven.” 

The recommendations of the committee were 
adopted, with Dr. Lucas’s amendment. 





CUMBERLANDS NOT RADICALS, 


Instead, More Than Ever Severed from 
Both Conservatism and Radicalism. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

THE TIMES of the 15th inst. gives from a St. Louis 
correspondent an admirable accountof the hardships 
and necessity and wonderful results of the enforced 
secession of the Cumberlands from the parent 
Church. It was the breeding of a giant. The child 
has proved to be the largest, next to its mother, 
among & dyzen sisters, alike in organization, on the 
continent, and the mother, more signally than ever, 
is the largest branch of the largest embodied Prot- 
estantism in the world. 

But these were two mistakes; and we at Princeton 
would be very derelict not to set them right. The 
letter says: “A sort of ecclesiastioal coup d'état is 
contemplated, and the so-called dissenters in the 
Presbyterian Church will be invited by Commis- 
sioners to come and join their religious fortunes 
with the Cumberland Presoyterian Church.” 

So far is this from being the case that the trend is 
just the opposite. Cumberlandism is more than 
ever severed from both the parties; from con- 
servatism, as more than ever unmoral, and from 


radicalism, as just what it predicted from the first 
Briggs at Nashville is the embryo Emlyn of across 
the sea, bearing the relation of Worcester to John 
Harvard, instead of making love to Briggs, the 
Cumberlands are pointing at him and crying shame 
on Princeton for begetting such skeptics by recoil. It 
would be the behavior of men who have shaken the 
finger at Princeton and warned her what her brutish. 
ness would produce, aud then, when the cataclysm 
came, joining the cataclysm and accepting the catas- 
trophe that they had scolded about for a hundred 


years. 

The other mistake is still more curious. At Hamp- 
ton Court the cartoon of Ananias is said to put the 
human tigure into the smallest compass ever reached 
by adraughteman.

DID NOT OOMMIT SUICIDE, 


Dr. Draper Says Mr. Carver Fainted and 
Fell to the Area. 


The friends of Benjamin F. Carver, who was 
reported yesterday as having committed gui- 
cide by jumping from a window of his apart- 
ments in the Hotel Bristol, at Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street, on Tuesday, are much in- 
censed because of the statement that he killed 
himself. They declare that the tragedy was 
accidental, and they attribute it to a sudden 
attack of heart disease. 

The following letter written by Mr. Carver's 


physician fully explains the theory held by the 
dead man’s family: 
To the Edttor of the New. York Times: 

I deom it my duty a6 the attending physician of the 
late Benjamin F. Carver to correct the public impres- 
sion that his death was suicidal. 

Mr. Carver hadatorm of vaivular diseaso of the 
heart which rendered him labie at any time we 
fatalsyncope or faintness. My belief is that he 
stepped to the open window in one of his distressing 
paroxysins of diiwcult breathing to inhale the iresh 
ait; that he suddeniy fainted and fell forward, aud, 
the window sill being very low, his body was pro- 
jected into the area below. 

I have attended Mr. Carver dally during the paat 
two months. He bore his suffering witu patience 
and courage. He never showed any signe of mel- 
ancholia which would render him susceptible to in 
pave impulses. 

‘Lhe thoory of his death which I have here formu- 
lated is, I believe, justified by ny knowleawe of the 
nature of his disease and the circumstances which 
attended his tragic end.

STATEN ISLANDERS WORRIED, + 


Anxious to Know Who Will 


Ferryboats to This City. 


Ran the 


The residents of Staten Island are much ex- 
eroised lest the ferry franchise of the Staten 
Island Rapid-Transit Company, which is to be 
sold atauction by the city authorities Friday 
morning in accordance with the statutes gov- 
erning ferry franchises, should become the 
property of some person or company not at 
present equipped with transportation faollities 
equal to those they now enjoy. 

A citizens’ mass meeting was held last even- 
ing at Griffith’s Hall, Port Richmond, at which 
resolutions were passed protesting against 
granting the ferry franchise toany one who 
could not give & guarantee that the present 
facilities shall be naintained and that the rail- 
road connections shall be continued. 

General Superintendent Garmon of the Rapid- 
Transit Company, inan interview with a Nrew- 
YORK TIMES reporter last evening, said: 

‘Bidders for ferry franchises should be re- 
quired to file a statement giving the names of 
boats he intends to operate, the names of land- 
ing places he intends to use, and the nuniber of 
trips he intends to make from and to each land- 
ing place. 

“The old system of distributing passengers 
along the Staten Island shore by water, even if 
the ferryboata could reach all the different 
places now reached by the railroad, is plainly 
inferior to the system of rail distribution, The 
public would never be satistied to return to the 
old system, aud any attempt to force it upon 
them would be universally condemned. 

“In order to furnish as frequent a service be- 
tween New-York City and the cight points on 
ths north and east shores, which can be reached 
by boat as they were prior to 1886, leaving out 
of account entirely the places beyond Elm Park 
and Clifton, which cannot be reached by boat 
and which are now served by the Rapid-Tranait 
Kailroad Company, it would be necessary for 
the purchaser of the ferry tranchise to operate 
at least twelve boats.”’ 

Prior to 1886, when the Rapid-Transit Com- 
pany began operations on Staten Island, the 
facilities for reaching the island were limited 
to two ferries, one running to three landings on 
the east shore and the other making five land- 
ings onthe northshore. Arailroad ran from 
Clifton to Tottenville. It was equipped with 
four locomotives and twelve old-fashioned 
passenger cars, and there were eizht trains 
# day each way. The population of tho island 
in 1886 was about 50,000. 

The railroad company has changed all these 
conditions. To-day there are over 70,000 per- 
sons living on the island; thero are 25 miles of 
railroad; w ferry equipped with six boats makes 
trips every 15, 20, 30, and 40 minutes, accord- 
ing to the rush of travel; over $600,000 has 
been expended in improvements; the earnings 
of the company for 1492 were $272,000 greater 
than in 1886; 650 mien are employed to-day on 
the system, against 450 in 1886, and the com- 
pany has facilities for handling 100,000 persons 
a day without causing discomfort to any one, 

Some time ago, when it was learned that the 
company would have arival in the bidding on 
Friday, work was suspended on the new ferry 
house at 8t. George. Over $170,000 had been 
expended on the work, and it was contemplated 
to spread out $130,000 more in completing the 
improvements around the landing. It was also 

lanned to replace the ferryboats Soathfield, 

Jestiield, and Middletown with craft of the 
propeller type, double decked and replete with 
all the modern improvements. 

The course the company would pursue as re- 
gards the operation of its railroad in the event 
of the ferry franchise being bid in by some 
other company is a matter of the gravest ocon- 
cern to the residents of the island. It is just 
possible that the Rapid-Transit Company would 
withdraw some of ite trains. in that case great 
inconvenienve would be caused for the people 
of the island. 


CUSTOM HOUSE INVESTIGATION. 


Some Sessions to be Open, Others Not; 
The “Dry Goods Chronicle’s ” Charges. 





The commission to investigate the New- York 
Custom House established itself yesterday in 
the large room on the ground floor of the Barge 
Office, in Battery Park. There was a meeting 
lasting for several hours, but it was behind 
closed doors. At itsend Mr. Wallace MacFar- 
lane stated that the taking of testimony would 
probably not begin for several days. 

“It has not yet been decided,” he said, 
“ whether the sessions will be secret or public. 
We cannot make such a decision until the in- 
vestigation is actually begun. Some of the 
sessions will probably be public and others ex- 
ecutive,

The Dry Goods Chronicle, in response to an 
invitation, yesterday filed with the commis- 
sion @ summary of its recently-published 
charges against the customs administration at 
this port. Accompanying the summary was a 
list of the witnesses to be called 1n connection 
with the charges, which relate to undervalua- 
tions by the customs Appraisers. 

It is alleged that extensive undervaluations 
were charged in 1891 against J. R. Simon & Co., 
importers of Japanese silke; that the firm paid 
$20,000 in additional duties and penalties, and 
that proofof the undervaluations established 
the connivance of Examiner Wiswall, who 
passed the invoices as correct. 

Charges against Examiner Wiswall, it is al- 
leged, were made by Appraiser Cooper te the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and were vstensibly 
investiguted by Special ‘Treasury Agent James 
McCoy, who made a secret report to the Secre- 
tary that they were not substantiated. These 
charges, it ie alleged were nullified by the inter- 
vention of the Appraiser’s superior oficer in 
Washington. It is alieged that Wiswail was 
given increased powér and authority after the 
suppression of the charges. 

lt is charged, further, that General Appraiser 
Tichenor, sitting as a Judge, adjudicates on 
cases in which his sop appears aa counsel in as- 
sociation with ex-Examiner Wiswall, whom, as 
an officer charged by bis superiors with corrup- 
tion, Col. Tichenor had befriended and pro- 
tected. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Hamlin 
Was seen by a New- YORK TIMES reporter at the 
Gilsey House yesterday. 

“It has been stated,” said the reporter, “that 
no appointment of a Collector to succeed Mr. 
Hendricks would be made until the investiga- 
tion is coneluded.”’

GEORGIA HONORS HER HERO 


THE MONUMENT TO ALEXANDER 
H. STEPHENS UNVEILED, 





The “ Little Commander” to Live in En- 
during Marble—Many Thousands Pres- 
ent at the Ceremony—Something of the 
Life He Led at Crawfordsville—His Kind- 
ness to People of Whom He Knew Noth- 
ing—The Little Wheel-Chair Fancy 
Given Up for an Ideal Heroic Figure. 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ga, May 24.—A typical 
Georgia village of 1,500 inhabitants is Craw- 
fordsville. Its few palatial homes stand far 
back from the streets in groves of giant oaks. 
The negroes, in a modest, quiet way, seem to 
have taken possession of everything. 

But Crawfordsville has its Liberty Hall. It 
is difficult for the Northern visitor to realize 
ail that it means to the people of Georgia. 
**God bless his sweet memory,” the Georgian 
of to-day will say at the mention of the name 
of Alexander Stephens. However much he or 
his ancestors may have disagreed with the 
“Little Commander” alive, he regards the mem- 
ory of Stephens as a blessed inheritance. 

Standing in ascant grove near the top of a 
low hill is a broad, low, white frame building, 
too big fora residence. The most striking pe- 
culiarity of the placeis a broad sign-like arch 
over the front gateway bearing; the words, 
“Liberty Hall” Here Alexander Stepnens 
lived and worked. 

A volume could be written of bis life at Lib- 
erty Hall. How he helped, aided, and en- 
couraged every one with whom he came in con- 
tact; how his word was absolute law in this 
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The Stephens Monument. 





country; how his kindliness was imposed on by 


people of whom he knew nothing, but who ate 
at his table and enjoyed his hospitality. ‘‘ Poor 
fellow,” he would protest when some of his 
friends urged him to dismiss some worthless 
scamp who had been living on him for weeks; 
“poor fellow; he may be unfortunate, and 
whatever he desires he can have.” 

Liberty Hall stands to-day practically as 
Stephens leftit Itis nowthe property of the 
Stephens Monumental Association, and is ocou- 
pied by the professor of the school which 
Stephens gave the town. 

Stephens died at Atlanta on March 4, 1883, 
during his term as Governor. It was his wish 
that his body be brought here for burial, and 
he was laid to rest under the Chinaberry trees he 
loved so dearly. 

Until to-day the grave had been unmarked. 
It has been the dream of the people of the town 
to see it marked by a fitting monument, but the 
work of securing it was slow. Theuntiring, un- 
selfish labors of little Miss Mary Gay of Decatur 
have at last been rewarded. The monument 


was formally unveiled to-day and her life work 
is accomplished. 

The monument is a most satisfactory work. 
The figure was done in Italy. The whole monu- 
ment is about 18 feet high. tg epi on the 
pedestal is Stephens as he was in his prime. He 
ia standing with his face toward the gate, as if 
to welcome the incoming guest, his left hand 
resting on two books, his right resting easily 
across his breast, the index finger extended. 
This was his favorite gesture in debate. Itis 
after a picture of Brady’s, made in 1855, just 
after his famous debate with Campbell of Ohio. 

When the monument was first proposed, 
everybody wanted Stephens as they vest know 
him in his little wheel ohair. It was settled by 
his physician and lifelong friend, Dr. Beasley. 
‘*Mr, Stephens did not think of a monument,” 
he said; ** but I know he would have vetoed the 
chair, He was sensitive about his infirmity. He 
often told me how he disliked having his picture 
taken as a oripple.”’ 

On the frent face of the pedestal is inscribed 
this epitome of Stephens’s life: 

“Born Feb. 11, 1812. Member of the Georgia 
House of Representatives 1836 to 1840; member 
Georgia State Senate 1442; member United States 
House of Representatives. 1843 to 1859; retired from 
Congress 1459; Vice President of the Confederate 
Btates 1861 to 1865; United States Senator-elect 
from Georgia 1566; member United States House of 
Representatives 1573 to 1882; Governor of Georgia 
1882; diedin Atlanta Sunday morning, March 4, 
1883; author ofa * Constitutional View of the War 
Between the States,’ and of a ‘Compendium of the 
History of the United States from Their Harliest 
Settlement till 1s72.’" 

On another side is this: 

‘*Here sleep the remains of one who dared to tell 
the people they were wrong when he believed so, 
and who never intentionally deceived a friend or be 
trayed an enemy.” ° 

And this extract from one of his speeches: 

“Tam afraid of nothing on earth, or about the 
earth, or under the earth, except to do wrong—tbe 

ath of duty I shallever endeavor to travel, ‘fear- 
5 a no evil and dreading no consequences,’ ” 


The following, written by Richard Malcolm 
Johnson, is on another side: 

“Throughout life a sufferer in body, mind, and 
spirit, he was a signal example of wisdom, courage, 
fortitude, patience, forbearance, and unwearying 
charity. 

“Im the decrepitude of age called to be Governor 
of the State, he died while in the performuauce of the 
work of his office, and it seemed fit that, having sur- 
vived paronts, brethren, sisters, and most of the 
dear companions of youth, he should lay his dying 
head upon the bosom of his people.” 

On the side of the monument facing Liberty 
Hall is written: 


THE GREAT COMMONER, 


The defender of clvil and religious liberty. 
He coveted and took — the Republic nothing save 
glory. 
Non Sibi, Sed Aliis! 

Elaborate preparations had been made for 
the unveiling exeroises.

INDIGNANT BROOKLYNITES. 


Project to Establish a Saloon on Columbia 
Heights Arouses Opposition. 


The residents of Columbia Heights in Brook- 
lyn are greatly exercised over the efforts of the 
proprietor of the large boarding house known 
as the Wyndham, at Henry and Pineapple 
8treets, to establish a saloon in the building. 

The neighborhood is one of the most select in 
Brooklyn. Trade has not invaded its precincts, 
anditisthe home of many of the wealthiest 
and best known citizens of the City of Churehes. 
There are anumber of fine old-fashioned man- 
sions near the Wyndham. 

There is another reason why the residents of 
the Heights look on the effort to open a saloon 
in the Wyndham as an outrage on the neighbor- 
hood. There are half a dozen churches within 
astone’s throw of the proposed saloon. The 
néarest is the Sands Street Memorial Methodist 
Episcopal Church, which moved from Sands 


Street to Henry and Clark Streets a year or two 
ego. it is one of the oldest churches in the 
city, and many prominent men belong to the 
congregation. 

The new church is only one short bleck from 
the Wyndham. Inthe middle of the block on 
which the Sands Street Church stands there are 
two other churches, facing each other from op- 
posite sides of Henry Street. One is the fash- 
lonable Second Presbyterian Church, and the 
other is the German Evangelical Church. 
Plymouth Churoh is noar by, and in Monroe 
Place, at Clark Street, is another large church. 
There are no other saloons in the residence dis-’ 
triot, but there is a bar in the Hotel St. George, 
in Clark Street, and the fulton Street saloons 
are only two short blocks from the Wyndham. 

The neighbors say there is no demand for the 
proposed saloon, and that it will degrade and 
depreciate the character of the neighborhood. 
The proprietor of the Wyndhem intends to open 
not a hotel bar, but an ordinary atreet saloon, 
by knockiug out the lower part of one of the 
walis of his boarding house. 

The Trustees of the Methodist Churoh and of 
Plymouth Church have been the most active in 
opposing the granting of a license to the Wynd- 
ham. The Excise Commissioners gave a public 
hearing on the application three weeks ago, and 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott of Plymouth Churoh 
appeared in person before the Commissioners 
and made ao plea against the proposed saloon. 
The Board of Trustees of the Sands Street Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church put in a signed protest, 
and were represented in person. 

The Excise Commissioners, after listening to 
speeches pro and con, reserved their decision, 
giving the opponents of the saloon no encour- 
agement. Since then the Commissioners have 
kept quiet, giving absolutely no sign how they 
would decide the matter. 

There is a belief among the church people and 
residents of the Heights that the Excise Com- 
missioners are “ lying low,’’ and will grant the 
license to the owner of the Wyndham as soon as 
the public excitement has blown over. 

Ex-Mayor Daniel D. Whitney of Brooklyn is 
one of the Trustees of the Sands Streets Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. He lives on Poplar 
Street, not far from the Wyndham. 

“The neighborhood in which it is proposed to 
open this saloon,” said Mr. Whitney yesterday, 
*“hasno saloonin it, and the vicinity is quiet 
and select. There is only one store near the 
Wyndham, and that isa grocery store, which 
has been established for forty years. 

“There isnoneed for asaloon in the Wynd- 
ham, as Fulton Street is only two or three 
blocks away. The church people and the 
neighbors have protested, and we have done all 
wecan to prevent the granting of a license. 
We do not know what will occur, as the Excise 
Commissioners have given no sign in the case 
for three weeks. Weare afraid, though, that it 
is the scheme of the Excise Commissioners to 
let the agitation cool off awhile, and by and by 
suddenly and quietly spring the saloon on us.”

ERICSSON STATUE INSCRIPTION. 


Church 


Go to 





Commissioner Dana Thinks Col, 
Has Acted Disrespectfully. 


At the last meeting of the Park Commission- 
ers it was decided to request Col. W. C. Church 
ofthe committee in charge of the Ericsson 
Statue to appear at the meeting yesterday and 
explain why the date and piace of Eriosson’s 
birth had been placed on the pedestal of the 
statue in the Battery without the authorization 
of the Park Board. Col. Chureh did not appear, 
however, and another request was sent to him 
to appear. 

Col. Church, however, sent a letter, in which 
he called the attention of the board to the fact 


that on April 26, when the monument was 
transferred to the custody of the board, it bore 
no other insoription than the single word 
Ericsson.” Col. Church adds: 

“If any word has been added it must have been 
with the implied sanction of the Board of Parks. 
My only action with reference to the matter was to 
interpose to prevent the adoption of an inscription 
which I did not consider in good taste. This is indi- 
cated by the letter to the sculptor, of which a copy 
ig here inclosed. The inscription given to Mr. Hart- 
ley and referred to in the letter to him is the one 
authorized by the Park Department.”’ 

The inclosure was directed to Sculptor J. 
Scott Hartley, dated April I5, and read as fol- 
lows: 

“T have been trying to see you about the inscrip- 
tion upon the statue. Do not put upon it the names 
of the Commissioners. ‘This is pusitive, They 
might do upon a building, but are out of place on a 
statue. I certainly caunot consent to putting my 
name in sucha place. The simple name * Ericsson,’ 
with the inscription I gave you, is all that is thus 
far authorized.” 

Whether Col. Church referred to the Park 
Commissioners or to members of the committee 
having charge of the statue is uncertain, but 
Commissioner Dana thinks that he has treated 
the Park Commissioners with disrespect.

DR. BUFFUN TELLS HS STORY 


HIS MEETING WITH ANNA WET. 
MORE AND HER LOVE-MAKINS, 





She Darned His Socks, Looked After His 
Meals, and Made Boarding House Life 
So Pleasant that He Thought She 
Would Make a Good Helpmate—How 
His Eyes Were Finally Opened to Her 
Real Character—Then There Was a@ 
Flood of Bad Language. 


Dr. Frank C. Buffun, the Pittsburg physician 
who was entrapped into marriage by the noto- 
rious adventuress one of whose numerous 
aliases is Anna Wotmore, was seen yesterday — 
afternoon in the Astor House, where he is stay~ 
ing, by a New-York Towes reporter. 
Dr. Buffun is thirty-eight years of age. He is 
about 5 feet 6 inches in height. His complex- 
jonis dark and sallow and his black hair is 
brushed back from a deeply-creased forehead, 
rather high and narrow.

The doctor was lying on his bed when 
reporter called on him. 

‘** You must exouse me,” hesaid, “ but I really 
didn’t get a wink of sleep all last night, what 
with worrying and telegraphing to my folks in 
Pitteburg.” 


“Is it true, doctor,” the reporter asked, “that 
you are going, as has been rumored, to Staten 
Island from fear that the woman, seeing her 


game is up, may do you bodily harm when she 
gets out of jail?” 


The doctor laughed, but it was a rather un- 
easy laugh. 


“All bosh,” he said. “When I do leave New- 
York, which I probably shall doin a day or so, 
it will be to goto Pittsburg to hold myself in 
readiness to refute any charges this wretchéd 
woman may trump up against me. With regatad 
to her doing me any bodily harm, she is far teo 
clever to try anything of the sort. If she could 
murder ine without being found out, I haven't 
the slightest doubt in the world she would do 
it. But she is getting old. Her lines are hardly 


cast in pleasant places as itis, and she will do 
nothing to render them more unpleasant. 

*“‘Lrece:ved a letter from home to-day, giving 
some details of her arrest on Saturday. She 
locked herself up in the bathroom, and it was 
only by some clever coaxing that the officer 
sent to arrest her managed to get her to come 
out. They took her in the cars to the jail, pre- 
tending, for fear of a scene, that ber lawyer 
wanted to see her. The hearing was to come of 
to-day, but I think it has been postponed.” 

The doctor was very frank in his opinion of 
the woman. “She is the cleverest rascal alive, 
and I, at one time at least, was one of the big- 
gest fools. I met her ftirstata boarding house 
she kept at 242 West Twenty-third street, when 
I was studying here. I don’t know what made 
her think | was s ‘catch.’ but at all events she 
laid her lines for me iu the shrewdest possible 
fashion. she darned my sooks, iooked after my 
linen, saw that my meals were to my taste, an- 
ticipated my every wish, and, last of all, made 
love to me. I was studying hard at the time, 
and Was not much alive to outside impressions. 
To that fact I attribute much of my biindness. 

“I was lonely and I thought the woman 
would be a pleasant and faithful helpmsete. She 
told me she was thirty-five, and I believed her. 
She told me she had never loved any one bus 
me, and | believed her. She told me tales of her 
good family and her wealthy relatives, and I 
believed every word of them. When any one 
asks ne how what there was about her that 
fascinated me so, I don’t know what to answer. 
She had no pretensions to beauty; asi finally 
found out, she could neither read nor write, 
and her language at times was positively val- 


gar. 

‘Everything went smoothly for the first six 
months or so. I believed that the baby whiah 
she got from a baby farm and palmed off on ms 
was really mine, and I was happier than ever. 
It was in January that my eyes were opened. 
She got tired of a humdrum domestic life and 
wanted me to take ber traveling. I refused to 
break up my practice in Pittsburg, so she feigned 
sick. I was completely taken in at the time a 
telegraphed to Dr. Wetmore in thia city, 
who, she said, was her unele, that his 
niece was sick. I showed her the tele 
ram I got back from him, saying that he had ne 
niece. She wasn’t flustered a little bi, ‘On! 
that’s just ancle’s way,’ she said quite calmly; 
‘he hates to.own up to the relationship between 
us. a8 my father and he were not on good ternia, 
Why. I’ve got some letters from him in my pos 
session now.’ : 

She showed me the letters, but they didn’t 
satisfy me. . They were t. written aud thers 
was epough internal evidence in the use 
tmisconstracted sentences, slang phrases. an 
epithets peculiar to the woman to show me 
that they had been written at her dictation. 
I told her thatI didn’t believe a word she sald, 
and then, in presence of the neighbors, she be- 
ganatirade against me and mine the like of 
which I have never heard. 

‘*I saw that I had made a mistake, and de 
termined to tind out who the woman really was 
whom I had married. I set an inquiry on foot, 
and the first blow came when I found out that 
the baby boy brought out tothe West tome gs 
James Peabody Wetmore Bufftun was no child 
of mins, Then I came on here to New-York to 
find out the rest of the loathsome business. : 

‘The baby,in spite of the fact that itis not 
mine, I mean to keep if the courts will allow 
me, as I think they will. My folks as wellas 
myself are strongly attached toit. As for the 
woman, I would rather lie dead in my coftin 
than live another “Tt with her. She has been 
unfaithful to me, as | have lately learned, dur- 
ing the time we lived together, and thouch I ex- 
pect to be arrested when I return to Pittsbu 
on the charges sie is inventing against me, 
expect to come out all right in the end.”

A VERY DULL STOOK MARKET 
AND LOWER PRIOES. 


London Over the Coming 
Fortnightly Settlement Induces Selling 
from that Oentre—Richmond Terminal 
Stocks and Bonds Lower on Selling by 
Tired Holders—The Reorganization Plan 


Regarded as Drastic, but Equitable— 


Little Done in the General Market. 


New-York t 
WepnespayY, May 24—P. M. 

Trading on the Stock Exchange was very 
- fimited to-day, the total transactions being 
considerably less than 200,000 shares. Lon- 
don prices came lower, a feeling of uneasi- 
ness existing at that centre over the com- 
ing fortnightly settlement, which begins 
on Monday next. The heaviest trading 
was in St. Paul, the tock being under press- 
ure most of the day. The large increase 
dn earnings for the third week in May in- 
duced some buying, and the stock closed 
only 53 lower than yesterday. The only 
ether stocks which were at all active were 
General Electric, Sugar, Distilling and 
Gattle Feeding, and Richmond Terminal. 
The first named declined more than 3 
points on the announcement that it had 
sold its holdings of Edison Illuminating of 
New-York stock to an English syndicate. 
The trading in Sugar and Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding meant nothing. 

Richmond Terminal stocks and securities 


were all ES, The common stock de- 
clined %, the preferred 3, the collateral 
trust 563g, and the 6s 5. The new plan of 
reorganization was the general topic of 
conversation, and while opinions differed 
widely the general impression was that the 
distribution of new securities was equi- 
table. The people:who object most vigor- 
ously to the plan are the holders of the 
Memphis and Charleston Consolidated 7s 
and 6s, as what they are offered on new 
bonds and stock figures out about 20 per 
cent. below the lowest recorded sale of 
their present bonds, Owners of Richmond 
Terminal 6s also object to the equivalent 
they are to receive. The majority of Rich- 
mond Terminal security holders until now 
have consoled themselves with the idea 
that recent quotations merely represented 
the necessity of the sellers rather than in- 
trinsic values, and the destruction of this 
illusion is not overagreeable to them. 
The plan is admitted to be drastic, but it 
is also admitted that its provisions are 
necessary, if anything is to be saved from 
the general wreck. 

There ‘yas almost an entire absence of 
influential news. The million dollars in 
gold taken for shipment yesterday will go 
to-morrow, but there is nothing to form an 
opinion on as yet as to the amount, if any, 
to be shipped on Saturday. No important 
failures were announced. 

The tendency of prices was downward 
all day, but the trading was confined al- 
most exclusively to the room traders. 
Commission houses did very little, an evi- 
dence that the recent investment buying, 
which was a feature of last week, has 
about exhausted itself,

The Richm@nd Terminal ‘ Reorganization{ 
Plan Criticised. 


Some grumbling was heard yesterday on the 
part of Richmond Terminal security holders 
relative to certain provisions of the Drexel & 
Morgan reorganization plan. Certain provisions 
for the exchange of Richmond Terminal bonds, 
East Tennessee bonds, and Georgia Pacific 
bonds are not satisfactory to many of the hold- 
ers of those securities, In most instances the 
holders of the present securities place a higher 
value on them than does the Reorganization 
Committee. 

No steps have been taken as yet by any of the 
dissatisfied security holders to formally express 
their disapproval. The prevailing sentiment 
among all the security holders is that the or- 
ganization plan is 80 elaborate and com pre- 
hensive that judgment upon it should be with- 
held until it has been carefully studied. 

In their pamphlet setting forth the details of 
the plan, the Reorganization Committee ex- 
plains their method of providing for exchanges 
of bonds as follows: *“*The general theory of 


adjustment of disturbed bonds has been to sub- 
stitute for them the new 5 per cent. bonds to 
such an extent as is warranted by the earnin g6 
and situation of the properties covered by the 
present mortgages, and the* new preferred 
stock for the remainder of principal. In 
some cases, where the bonds are on 
properties of no actual and little prospective 
earning capacity, a more severe reduction is 
necessary. In several instances, where the 
bonds are on properties which are likely to im- 
prove more rapidly than other disturbed parts 
of the system, this fact is recognized, and an ex- 
tra allowance is made in compensation there- 
for. Finally, in one or two cases where the 
bonds are on properties the loss of which would 
adversely atfect the rest of the system, a proper 
recognition is. made of this fact.” 





BALTIMORE AND LEHIGH. 


BALTIMORE, May 24.—The efforts of the bond- 
holders to straighten out the affairs of the Bal- 
timore and Lehigh Railroad promise to be suc- 
cessful. This line was at first a narrow-gauge 
road to Belair, Md., and then it was extended 
to Delta, Penn. There it tried to find further 
extension, and the result of its work was to ab- 
sorb the Peach Bottom Road, which gave ita 
route to York, Penn., and a vantage point on 
the Susquehanna River for future extension 
toward Philadelphia and New-York. The Pitte- 
burg capitalists, who put several million dol- 
lara into the property, did so because they ex- 
pected to make it useful in the development of 
coal lands which they owned. 

The road has very desirable terminals in Bal- 
timore, and a valuable contract by which it 
will use the new belt line of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railrozd and get to’ tidewater through the 
new tunnel. It thus happens that the Pennsyl- 
vania Road treated the line with considerable 
respect and gave it the facilities which made 
unnecessary the building of the connecting 
road to the coal properties. In a measure this 
would give the Pennsylvania aright te use the 
Baltimore and Ohio’s tunne! by sending its cars 
by way of the Baltimore and Lehigh. The re- 
ports that the Pennsylvania has bought the 
road are not true, and the only reason for them 
is the closeness of the present relations. 

This Sprimg the widening of the road to a 
standard gauge was begun and an expected de- 
fault in the payment of the contractor's olaim 
brought on the litigation. One faction got the 
appointment of a ‘Trustee in Belair and he start- 
ed post-haste to Baltimore to take charge of the 
property. The train was eide-tracked for an 
hour a mile from atelegraph station and with 
that delay—which was charged to be intention- 
al—the other faction applied to a Baltimore 
court and secured the appointment of its man. 
The war has been steadily in progress for near- 
ly a week and the bondholders have now stepped 
in. They ask that ex-Judge William A. Fis 
be appointed receiver of the entire property, so 
that further litigation may be avoided and the 
property may be kept together and cperated as 
awhole. Unless this is done the bondholders 
fear a default of interest on the bonds in July. 
The employes have not been paid for several 
months. Itis probable that the suggestion of 
the bondholders will be accepted. 





CONCORD AND MONTREAL, 


CoxcorpD, N. H., May 24.—In relation to the 
much-discussed question concerning alleged 
negotiation for alease of the Concord and Mont- 
real Railway to the Boston and Maine, ex-Gov. 
Frederick Smyth of Manchester, President of 
the former corporation, says: 

“T am personally opposed to the leasing of 
our road to the Boston and Maine, and I do not 
understand how we could gain anything by 
such action. Our corporation continues in a 


very prosperous condition in every respect. IL 
speak officially when I eay that we are able to 
pay our stockholders as high dividends as in 
any probability they would receive under a 
lease to the Boston and Maine. 

**Lama member of the special committee of 
our corporation which recently met a similar 
committee from the Boston and Maine to dis- 
ouss the subject of a closer union between the 
two systems. The meeting was a very pleasant 
one, and I violate no secrecy in saying that no 
definite propositions were presented or even 
talked over, and, although the conference ad- 
journed without date, it is understood that an- 
other meeting will be held. 

“| willadmit that the Boston and Maine would 
secure valuable advantages if it could obtain 
control of the Concord and Montreal, but the 
two systems are now getting along very amica- 
bly, and 1 am in favor, as the saying is, of let- 
ting well enough alone.” 





CUTTING RATES TO CALIFORNIA. 


CHICAGO, May 24.—The row between the 
transcontinental roads on freight business to 
California is getting quite serious for the inter- 
ested roads, but is proving agood thing for 
shippers end merchants. A short time ago the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern put in ef- 
fect reduced rates to San Francisco via steam- 
ship lines from Portiand and Puget Sound, to 
meet the competition of the Southern Pacifico 
from New-York. This induced the Southern 
Pacific to make rates via its Sunset 
route to Portland and lacoma in connection 
with steamship lines from fan Francisco to 
those points lower than the direct rates by the 
Great Northern and Northern Pageific to Port- 
land, Tacoma, and Puget Sound points. The 
latter in retaliation now announce still lower 
rates to those points as well as San Francisco. 
The Canadian Pacific is also taking a hand in 
the fight, and bas reduced freight rates to lower 
tigures than were ever in effect before, 





NEW ROAD IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Br. Pavut, Minn., May 24.—Articles of incor- 
poration were filed yesterday for the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Lake Superior Railroad Com- 
pany. The capitalization is $4,000,000 and 
the road is to run along the border line of Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin. The road will be 136 
miles in length, twenty miles shorter than any 
other line between St. Paul and Duluth. It is 
rumored that the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Company is backing the enterprise. The

The long job of counting the money in the 
Bub-Treasury, made necessary by the change in 
Assistant Treasurers, was completed yesterday 
morning. Everything was found to be all right 
and the receipts given in such cases were 
promptly made out. That was the last formal- 
ity attending the transfer of the office to the 
new Assistant Treasurer, Conrad N, Jordan. 

When Ellis H. Roberts retired from the office 
atthe end of histerm in April, United States 
Treasurer Nebeker came here from Washington 
and took charge of the Sub-Treasury pending 


the appointment of Mr. Roberts’s successor. 
Mr. Jordan took the oath of office on April 22, 
and that afternoon the counters went to work: 
At first there were fifteen of them, but after- 
ward the number was reduced. On the average, 
however, a dozen experts were employed in the 
count. They had the assistance of ten laborers 
in handling the heavy bags of coin. 

On finding that the count had shown the 
stock of money in the Sub-Treasury to be cor- 
rect on the books, Mr, Neveker signed a receipt 
to Mr. Roberts and Mr. Jordan one to Mr. 
Nebeker. Mr. Roberts will not have to ask 
Congress for relief from lability for any mis- 
takes by the Sub-Treasury force while he was 
in charge, the accounts for his term having 
been closed without the necessity for sucha 
step.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


There Was a Large Volume of Business 
and a Big Break in Provisions. 


CHICAGO, May 24.—Plunging on a heavy scale was 
the feature on 'Change to-day. The volume of busi- 
ness was the greatest since the May delivery day. 
Compared with last night, however, the closing 
prices for grain are not greatly altered. Wheat is off 
\%@%*%0. Corn shows 480 improvement. Provisions, 
unlike grain, slumped badly and failed to rally. 

With bright weather on both continents, better 


crop advices from all quarters, flattering official 
bulletins from Washington and Springfiela, and 
great improvement;of stuff to primary markets, 
July wheat broke over lo to the low point on the 
crop at 72%0. At this juncture commission houses 
rushed in to buy in investment orders, and Charlie 
Wright and others were purchasers to the extent of 
perbaps 1,000,000 bushels. #radetrect’s report, 
showlag & decrease in stocks of 2,500,000 bushels 
east, and a decrease of 275,000 bushels west of the 
Rocky Mountains. he\ped to strengthen the feeling. 
The Atlantic ports and New-Orleans cleared neariy 
700,000 in wheat and flour. An American official at 
Constantinople cabled that Russian crop prospects 
are very bad. The opening was about ‘4c lower than 
yesterday's closing, and with slignt tiuctuations 
prices were further reduced %%c, then ruled stronger, 
and the decline was about recovered, prices advancing 
5y@%0, eased off slightly, and the closing was about 
»4@%30 lower for July, and ‘%4¢ lower for September 
than yesterday's closing. 

Corn was weak at the start, due largely to the 
action of wheat and the liberal receipts. ‘lhe crowd 
accordingly sold, first trades being at %c decline, 
and under this selling pressure fell off %@%sc more. 
At the decline thers was a good deal of quiet liqui 
dating, by both receivers and shippers, and the 
crowd in trying to get back their early saies put the 
market up %4@7%,0, after which the price held steady, 
and at the close had gained \%@*xc. The estimates 
for to-morrow were quite liberal at 485 cars, but did 
not have as much effect as on yesterday, as the cash 
demand at the reduction in price appeared to be 
much better. The fact that some of the largest 
shorts have covered tleirlines seemed to give cour- 
ace to many operators, as also did the fact that the 
offerings of the near-by {atures were particularly 


light. 

ihe feature in the oats market was the spreading 
in differences in the near futures, due to the light 
offerings and the buying by “shorts.” Trades in 
May are fairly evened up, and itis difficult to buy 
without atlecting prices. There was moderate buy- 
ing of June and selling of July, making the latter 
rather weak. 

The close was stroig, with corn. Compared with 
last night, prices are up \4@\4c. 

In provisions lard broke 400, ribs 350 on 
heavy selling by packers. Pork wentoffon stop 
orders about 50c a bbl. Riba and lard closed 
at the bottom, under pressure of packers’ product.

A GREAT STRIKE PROPOSED. 


EUROPEAN MINERS’ PLAN TO GET 
AN BIGHT-HOUR WORKING DAY. 





Resolution Adopted by Their International 
Conference in Brussels—Representatives 
of 900,000 Mon Favor It—English and 
Welsh Laborers in Opposition—Denun- 
ciation of Female Labor in the Mines— 
The Question of State Ownership Post- 
poned for a Year. 


BRUSSELS, May 24.—The Miners’ International 
Conference at its session to-day adopted a rese- 
lution in favor of an eight-hour working day 
in the mines. The supporters of the resolution 
represented 994,000 miners, and the opponents 
represented 100,000 miners. 

The conference then proceeded to discuss the 
question of a universal etrike to enforce the 
eight-hour system. A strong minority was 

- against the proposition. Its supporters were 
vehement in their declarations that the end 
sought would never be obtained until an inter- 
national strike forced employers and legislators 
to recognize that the miners were determined 
to secure what they deemed their right. When 
the question was put to vote an overwhelming 


majority supported the proposition Delegates 
representing 900, miners veted in favor of 
an international strike, while the delegates who 
opposed such action represented = 4 120,000 
miners. The deiegates representing the miners 
of the North of England and Wales voted with 
the minority. 

The conference voted ananimonusly in favor of 
the exclusion of female labor from use in and 
about mines. 

The question of the nationalization of mines 
by making them the property of the State was . 
xeferred to the next international conference. 





SALISBURY IN BELFAST. 


He Exhorts, the Ulster Unionists to" Keep, 
up Their Fight. 


BELFast, May 24.—The Conservatives of Bel- 
fast and neighboring towns made a great 
demonstration to-night in Ulster Hall in honor 
ef the Marquis of Salisbury. The hall was 
literally crammed with people, and the pro- 
peedings were marked by intense enthusiasm. 
Fally 3,000 Ulsterites, most of whom carried 
miniature union jacks, took part in the meet 
ing. 

Previous to the arrival of Lord Salisbury 
Capt. Alexander Clark Kennedy, late of the 
Coldstream Guards, created a furor by-unfurl 
Ing a union jack under which, he said, the 
Grenadiers fought at Waterloo. And under 
that flag, he continued, the loyalists would fight 
in Ulster, and he and many other officers of the 
British Army would assist them. 

At 7 o’clock Lord Salisbury and his wife and’ 
daughter, accompanied by the Mayor of Bel- 
fast, Lord Londonderry, the Duke of Aberoorn, 
and others, drove to Ulster Hall, where they had. 
& most enthusiastic reception. 

Lerd Salisbury addresssed the audience on 
the subjectofhomerule. He said‘he must con- 
fess that he could seeno disadvantage in delay 
erin a prolonged discussion ef the Home Rule 
Dill, which, at the present rate of progress, 


would not reach the House of Lords before Sep- 
tember—a very inconvenient date. Therefore 
he deemed it advisable to quicken the commit- 
tee stage of the bill. Nevertheless, is must not 
be supposed that the Unionists had any idea of 
amending the bill with the view of making it 
acceptable to the country atlarge. On the con- 
trary, they only desired to exhibit to the British 

ple the real nature of the calamities it would 
entail if it became luw. 

Although obstruction was of little value, time 
Was on their side. The sehomehad been brought 
before the country by the marvelous power of 
esingic man. Mr. Giadstone, throughout his 
c@reer, had passed from onejview to another, al- 
ways yielding up principles which he had pre- 
viously declared to be inviolable and sacred. 
All sorts of “‘faddists” relied upon their ability 
to abstract concessions frem the universal 
yielder. No man could fight againstthe people, 
end Ulster nae in the loug run defeat a meas- 
ure that depefded apon the strength of asingle 


man. 

The bill would probably pass through the com- 
mittee stage, but the House of Lords held an im- 

regnable position, representing as it did the 

oyalists of England and Ireland. Public 
opinion must be kept alivetothe dangers of this 
bill. He appeaied to his hearers, however, to 
economize their strength, and above all to do 
nothing inthe way of disoréer or riot, as any 
acts of vielence would only give their enemies 
in England reason for calumnia them. 

The future position of Ulster must not de- 
pend, he said, upon the insane wishes of a sin- 
gle statesman who de to bring about a 
state of affairs that would reduce Ulster w the 
anarchy prevailing in Clare and Kerry or to the 
siavishness of Meath. If, through faintheart- 
edness, superstition, or the strategy of a trah- 
sient party leader, the work of three centuries 
should be shattered, the disgrace would be with 
the English people. He asked the men of Ulster 
to be firm ; he asked them to resist such a sur- 
render not only for their own sake, but in order 
to relieve the fame of England from black and 
irreparable disgrace. 

The meeting ended with the singing of the 
Rational anthem. 





ENGLAND’S IRON INDUSTRIES. 


4 Most Gloomy View Presented‘for the Pres-. 
ent Year. 


Loxpox, May 24.—The Iron and Steel Insti- ‘ 
tute of Great Britain is holding its — meet- 
ing. President Richards,in addressing the in- 
stitute, said that the year 1892 had been one of 
the worst years ever known in the iron and steel 
industries. 

Those industries were still greatly depressed 
and the outlook was gloomy. The production 
of pig iron had fallen off 600,000 tons, and steel 


Fails were in a worse cendition. The total fall- |: 
ing off in the exporte of metals and machinery 
in 1892, as compared with 1891, amounted to 
27,000,000. The markets were now swamped 
and there was not enough work for half of the 
country’s steel-producing power. 

In regard to seeking new markets, President 
Richards drew a aay Spage between the United 
Btates, with 60,000,000 of people and 175,000 
miles of railways, and India, with 250,000,000 
of people and 17,000 miles of railways. Was it 
4 wonder, he asked, that under English rule 
India had developed wretchedly and slowly ? 

Mr. Abel, who fullowed President Richards as 
® speaker, spoke in an encouraging and hopeful 
tone, and expressed an opinion that there were 
signs of betterment. England, he said, was 
bound to remain the first iren shipbuilding 

_ Country in the world. 





GERMAN CENTRISTS DIVIDED. 


Rupture Over the Army Bill—A Consulta-¢ 
tion with the Pope. 


BERL. May 24.—A mecting of representative- 
Westphalians belonging to the party of the 
Centre was held to-day at Munster, and resulted 
in arupture on the subject of the Army Dill. 
Two motions made by Freiherr von Schor- 
lemer-Alst, in favor of leaving the Deputies to 


be elected to the Reichstag free to accept or de- 
cline the Military bill, and in favor of nominat- 
ing tour agricultural candidates for Westphalia, 
‘were rejected, whereupon Freiberr von Sehor- 
somer-Alst withdrew from the meeting, accom- 
anied by sixty delegates, who joined with him 
D protesting against the course ef the majority. 
Roms, May 24.—Von Biilow, the Prussian 
Minister to the Vatican, had an interview with 
Pope Leo to-day, which lasted foran hour. The 
subject of the interview was undoubtedly tho 
eoming election of members of the Reichstag 
and the hostile attitude of the Clerical Party 
toward the Army bill. 





IN COLLISION WITH AN ICEBERG. 


LONDOX, May 24.—The British ship Stronsa, 
Capt. Brooks, which arrived yesterday at 
Queenstown en route to Liverpool from San 
Francisco, reports that when off Cape Horn she 
sighted a large ship, thename snd nationality 
of which she did not make out, with her head- 


rear gone. It was evident from her appearance 
shat she had been in collision with an jceberg, 
several of which were floating in her vicinity. 

Soon after the Stronsa sighted the ship, which 
‘Was aconsiderable distance from her, she saw 
a British bark approaching from behind the ice- 
bergs to the assistance of the distressed vessel.

OF THE SEALS. 


Sir Charles Russell Continues His Argu- 
ment of the British Case. 


Panis, May 24.—Sir Charles Russell continued 
his argument in behalf of the British caso to- 
day before the Bering Sea tribunal of arbitra- 
tion. Sir Charles said that before the Pribilof 
Islands were discovered pelagic sealing had 
been exorcised, and the discovery and owner 
ship of the Pribilof Islands could *not destroy 
the previous right of mankind. Sir Charles re- 
proached Mr. Carter of the American counsel 
with having argued on metaphysics and ethios 
instead of law, and he refuted the contention 
that killing female seals was wrong. No law, 
Sir Charles said, supported such a contention. 

Mr. Carter here again objected to the version 
of his arguments used by Sir Charles Russell 
for the purpose of quotation. A warm passage 
of words ensued. 

Sir Charies then proceededj to argue that Mr. 
Carter’s contention that it was the duty of the 
United States to preserve the seals forjmankind 


and to appropriate the usufract was only of 
academic interest. Sir Charles quoted cases 
mentioned in the American argument to prove 
there could be no right of property in the seale. 

He went into a minute analysis of the munict- 

al law of France, of Eugiand, and of the 
Paited States respecting property in wild ani- 
mals to prove thatthe Jaw couid not be invoked 
in support of the Amefican claim to property 
in the seals. The onus lay on the United States, 
Sir Charles deolared, to prove that international 
law laid down the principle that seals were not 
fere nature, or that nations were agreed to 
except seals from the common right to take 
from the sea whatever was found in the sea. 
The United States had not proved, Sir Charles 
Russell contended, that pelagic sealing, or even 
the slaughter of gravid fomale seals, was an of- 
fense against international law.

ARMY AND NAVY AS RIVALS. 


Each Issues @ Chart of the Chicago Water 
Front. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Naval Hydro- 
graphic Office and the army Corps of Engineers: 
have clashed, with results largely in favor of 

the former. 

Some time ago arrangements were made by 
the Chief Hydrographer of the navy to issue an 
elaborate chart of the Lake Michigan front in 
the vicinity of Chicago. The facilities for turn- 
ing out charts in the office had recently been in- 
creased, and the result was one of the most 
artistic charts which has ever been published 
by the Government. Despite the expense ordi- 
narily attending such publications, the Hydro- 
graphic Office was enabled to offer the chart for 
15 cents a copy. It has been described in these 
dispatches as showing, in addition to the lights 
and buoys along the shore, the depth of water, 

so that nearly every part of the body of water 
is included. 

The chart was thought to be the standard 
publication, as its completeness warranted. 

To-day, however, the naval Hydrographic peo- 
ple encountered another chart of the Chicago 

water front, issued by the army Corps of 
Engineers and bearing the signature of Col. 

Marshall, the engineer officer on duty at 
Chicago. The publication, it is said, cost many 

times that of the naval chart, and is not nearly 
80 complete or artistic. It faileto furnish any 
definite information upon which the mariner 
could base his operations, and is characterized 
by one observer as comparing, in its primitive- 

ness, with the antique charts. ‘be naval 

officers naturally take considerable pride in 

their publication, and regard the army chart as 

an interference, while it is in no sense a rival. 








Cincinnati University Funds Missing. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 24.—More than $70,000 
of the funds of the Cincinnati University is 
missing, and where it is no one seems to be able 
toexplain. Monday night, at a meeting of the 
university Trustees, Dr. C. A. Leed, in looking 
over an old ledger, found a discrepancy of up- 
ward of $40,000, which he said had been paid, 


to the Sinking Fund Trustees, for which credit 
had not been given to the University Board. 

A hurried inveetigation Tuesday morning 
showed that the trouble was not with theSinking 
Fund Trastees. Further investigation showed 
that $30,000 more which should have been paid 
in on tax account was also gone. 





Forest Fire Near Loon Lake. 
BARANAC LAKE, N. Y., May 24.—A great:,for- 
est fire prevailed to-day at Rainbow, near Loon 
Lake, within a short distance of the cottage ooc- 
cupied by President Harrison last Summer. 
The steam pulp mill belonging to Hartwell of 
Boston was entirely consumed, with a large 
amount of pulp wood. 

A severe thunder storm setin later and ar- 
rested the progress of the fires at Rainbow, 
Lake Placid, and here.
